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*  Dozens  hurt  in 
Jerusalem  demos 
for  PA  prisoners

Some  35  Palestinians,  includ¬ 
ing  five  journalists.  and  nine 
policemen  were  wounded  yes¬ 
terday  in  Jerusalem  during 
dashes  between  police  and 
^X^Iesiinians  demanding  the 
■•release  of  political  prisoners 
from  Israeli  jails. 

Demonstrators  also  scuffled 
with  police  in  Hebron. 
Bethlehem.  Nablus  and  nearby 
Tubas  demanding  freedom  for 
prisoners. 

Mounted  police  charged  a 
crowd  of  demonstrators  on 
Salah  a-Din  and  Sultan 
Suleiman  streets  in  Jerusalem, 
in  an  effort  to  prevent  them 
from  carrying  out  an  illegal 
march  to  the  Old  City. 

The  protesters,  organized  by 
the  Prisoners  Club  and  Fatah 
and  under  instruction  from  the 
Palestinian  Legislative 

Council,  blocked  streets  with 
burning  tires  and  threw  rocks 
and  empty  bottles  at  police, 
who  responded  with  rubber- 
coated  bullets  and  tear  gas. 

•  Nineteen  protesters  were 
arrested -Tor  attacking  police¬ 
men  -and  ‘border  .policemen, 
throwing  stones,  and  disturbing 
the  peace.  Nine  policemen 
were  wounded,  including  one 
whose  hand  was  broken.  Five 
police  cars  were  damaged  in 
the  melee. 

At  one  point,  police  fired  live 
bullets  into  the  air  to  extricate 
themselves  from  a  group  of 
demonstrators  that  surrounded 
them,  police  spokesman 
Shmuel  Ben-Ruby  said. 

After  the  demonstration, 
Palestinian  youths  threw  stones 
4jL  ^at  three  buses  in  eastern 


Jerusalem,  slightly  wounding 
one  driver. 

Ben -Ruby  said  the  demon¬ 
stration  organizers  had  refused 
repeated  police  requests  to 
apply  fur  a  permit. 

In  Bethlehem,  clashes  erupt¬ 
ed  between  soldiers  and  about 
200  Palestinians,  who  marched 
toward  an  army  outpost  and 
pelted  soldiers  with  stones. 
Troops  responded  with  tear  gas 
and  rubber  bullets  before 
Palestinian  Police  units  arrived 
and  pushed  demonstrators  back 
from  the  Israeli-controlled 
area.  A  group  of  Palestinians 
burned  an  Israeli  flag.  No 
injuries  were  reported. 

In  Hebron,  demonstrators 
stoned  policemen,  who 
responded  by  firing  rubber  bul¬ 
lets.  Israel  Radio  said.  Three 
demonstrators  and  one  police¬ 
man  were  slightly  hurt,  the 
radio  said. 

In  other  Palestinian-con¬ 
trolled  cities  throughout  the 
West  Bank  -  including 
Ramallah.  Nablus.  Tulkarm, 
Kalkilya,  Jericho,  and  Jenin  - 
there  were  similar  protest 
marches  calling  on  Israel  to 
release  security  prisoners. 
Protesters  also  lambasted  the 
Palestinian  leadership  for  not 
doing  enough  to  secure  the 
release  of  an  estimated  2,500 
Palestinians  in  Israeli  jails. 

Senior  Palestinian  negotiator 
Saeb  Erekat  said  Palestinian 
Authority  Chairman  Yasser 
Arafat  would  raise  the  issue 
with  President  Bill  Clinton  in 
Washington  this  week.  The  PA 
claims  Israel  has  violated  the 
Wye  Memorandum  concerning 
their  release.

J  Passengers  on  ElAi  flights  may 
/  face  delays  or  cancellations  this 
1  week  as  a  result  oif  threatened 
'  work  stoppages  by  the  company's 
pilots,  who  are  protesting  what 
-  they  "say  is  the  policy  of  utilizing 
an  increasing  number  of  pilots 
1  from  other  Israeli  airlines. 

’Die  pilots,,  meeting  on  Friday. 
7  said  that  .the  national  airline  had 
stepped.op  the  use  of  the  lower- 
paid  pilots  of  Arkia,  Israir  and 
Aeroatr  -  the  domestic  and  char- 
ter  airlines-  to  cut  costs.  Instead, 
•  they  said,  it  should  devote  its 
efforts  to  increasing  profits  by 
developing  additional  tourist 
barkers.  . 

I  The  pilots  said  that  they  would 
jegin  work  stoppages  and  would 
ask  the  HIstadrut  to  declare  a 
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labor  dispute. 

El  A1  spokesman  Nachman 
Kleiman  said  last  night  that  man¬ 
agement  had  only  learned  of  the 
pilots'  move  from  the  media.  As 
of  last  night,  he  said,  there  had 
been  no  move  by  the  pilots  to  dis¬ 
rupt  any  flights. 

Kleiman  said  that  a  labor  agree¬ 
ment  had  been  signed  only  a  short 
time  ago, .  but  despite  this,  the 
company  had  agreed  to  negotiate 
with  the  pilots  in  an  effort  to 
close  the  gap  in  pay  between 
them  and  pilots  from  die  other 
airlines. 

He  added  that  die  company  pol¬ 
icy  was  to  operate  as  many  flights 
as  possible  with  El  A1  flight 
crews,  talcing  on  workers  from 
other  companies  only  during  peak 
travel  periods. 

Kleiman  also  said  that  as  Israel 
now  bad  a  policy  of  open  skies, 
any  interference  with  flights 
would  mainly  hurt  the  company  s 
employees  and  their  families. 

So  far,  he  noted,  the  pilots  had 
.  taken  none  of  die  steps  legally 
•  required  in  advance  of  sanctions.

"Under  the  circumstances.

Netanyahu,  who  cut  short  his 
European  visit  to  review  the  securi¬ 
ty  arrangements  in  Lebanon,  yes¬ 
terday  called  on  the  Lebanese 
Army  to  deploy  southward  to  rein 
in  Hizbullah. 

He  added  that  the  assessment 
today  is  aimed  at  finding  a  way  out 
of  Lebanon. 

“It’s  not  easy  to  get  out  of 
Lebanon,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
we  have  been  there  for  20  years  to

Ohad  Nahroias,  and  Staff-Sgt  Eyal 
Cohen,  were  killed  late  Thursday 
night  in  a  Hizbullah  bomb  attack  in 
the  security  zone.  Seven  soldiers 
have  been  killed  in  Lebanon  in  the 
last  two  weeks. 

Last  night  Mordechai  held  a 
forum  to  review  strategy  on 
Lebanon  at  his  Tel  Aviv  headquar¬ 
ters.  The  biannual  meeting  was  to 
have  taken  place  later  this  week, 
but  was  moved  forward  to  be  able 
to  present  the  Defense  Ministry's 
assessment  to  the  inner  cabinet  this 
morning. 

Defense  sources  said  that,  despite 
the  increase  in  casualties  and 
Syrian  pressure  on  Hizbullah  to 
step  up  attacks  on  the  IDF  in 
Lebanon  -  as  well  as  the  growing 
public  debate  in  Israel  -  the  IDF 
has  not  changed  its  long-standing 
position  that  die  least  costly  way  to 
defend  the  North  is  from  inside  the 
security  zone.

protect  the  North,”  Netanyahu  told 
Channel  1 .  “We  are  open  to  think¬ 
ing  in  a  variety  of  creative  ways  to 
fulfill  this  goal  of  defending  the 
North  and  to  cut  down  the  attacks 
on  our  soldiers.” 

Meanwhile.  Chief  of  General 
Staff  Lt.-Gen.  Shaul  Mofaz  called 
on  the  public  not  to  panic  over  the 
soldiers'  deaths. 

“We  have  a  very  strong  army  and 
good  fighters  and  commanders  in 
the  security  zone.  I  very  much 
advise  not  to  lose  our  heads.  That's 
my  message;  not  to  panic  from  the 
fact  that  three  incidents  happened 
to  us.  each  one  difficult  in  its  own 
right,”  Mofaz  told  reporters,  adding 
"we  have  known  much  more  diffi¬ 
cult  incidents  in  the  past” 

Mofaz  noted  that,  statistically, 
this  year  the  IDF  has  performed 
better  and  has  had  more  success 
against  Hizbullah  than  in  previous 
years. 


Texas  Gov.  Bush 
arrives  for  visit

WASHINGTON  -  Texas 
Governor  George  W.  Bush  begins 
a  three-day  visit  to  Israel  today 
that  is  apparently  meant  to  burnish 
his  foreign  affairs  credentials  in 
advance  of  a  possible  race  for  the 
Republican  presidential  nomina¬ 
tion  in  2000. 

Bush,  who  captured  69  percent 
of  the  vote  in  winning  a  second 
term  on  November  3,  is 
traveling  on  what  his 
office  is  calling  a  “pri¬ 
vate  visit”  with  his 
wife,  Laura,  and  three 
other  Republican  gov¬ 
ernors,  Paul  Cellucci 
(Massachusetts), 

Michael  Leavitt  (Utah) 
and  Mark  Raricot 
(Montana), 

On  their  way  to  Israel, 
the  Bushes  spent  a  week 
in  Italy  to  visit  their  daughter,  who 
is  studying  there.  They  also  spent 
Friday  in  Cairo,  where  Bush  met 
with  Egyptian  President  Hosni 
Mubarak. 

This  is  the  first  visit  to  Israel  for 
all  four  governors.  They  are  being 
brought  to  Israel  by  nine  officers 
of  the  National  Jewish  Coalition,  a 
Washington-based  Republican 
organization  that  frequently  spon¬ 
sors  Israel  trips  for  leading 
Republicans. 

During  their  stay  the  group  is 
scheduled  to  meet  with  Prime 
Minister  Binyamin  Netanyahu, 
Defense  Minister  Yitzhak 
Mordechai  and  Finance  Minister 
Yaakov  Neeman,  as  well  as  with

Labor  Party  head  Ehud  Barak  and 
former  premier  Shimon  Peres. 

They  were  attempting  to  arrange 
a  meeting  with  Palestinian 
Authority  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat 

Briefings  and  tours  are  also 
planned  on  security  and  strategic 
matters,  including  a  possible  heli¬ 
copter  tour  of  the  Golan  Heights. 

“We’re  taking  four  governors 
who  are  rising  stars  in  the 

Republican  Party,  have  important 
constituencies,  and 
have  never  been  to 
Israel,'’  said  NJCs 
executive  director  Matt 
Brooks.  “It’s  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  give  them  an 
introduction  to  the 
issues  and  complexi¬ 
ties  of  the  region." 
Meanwhile,  the  admin¬ 
istration  said  Friday 
that  President  Bill 
Clinton  would  deliver 
the  opening  remarks  at  tomor¬ 
row's  State  Department  gathering 

of  40  nations  that  will  pledge  sev¬ 
eral  billions  of  dollars  to  assist  the 
Palestinians. 

Jerusalem’s  12-member  delega¬ 
tion,  which  is  co  arrive  today  for  a 
24-hour  visit,  includes  govern¬ 
ment  coordinator  in  the  territories 
Maj.-Gen.  Ya'acov  Orr,  as  well  as 
the  following  Foreign  Ministry 
officials:  director-general  Eytan 
Bentsur,  deputy  director-general' 
for  finance  Victor  Harel;  the  head 
of  the  finance  division  Miriam 
Ziv;  and  the  head  of  autonomy 
division  Pinhas  Avtvi. 

Secretary  of  State  Madeleine 
Albright  is  hosting  the  event.

“Bui  we  don’t  have  any  magic 
solutions,”  Mofaz  continued.  “You 
have  to  remember  that  there  is  a 
price  for  this  war  against 
Hizbullah.” 

Earlier,  Mofaz  said  the  IDF 
would  continue  to  operate  in 
Lebanon  with  an  “iron  fist”  and 
exhorted  the  public  to  show  its  sup¬ 
port. 

“There  cannot  be  cracks  in  the 
faith  of  the  public  in  the  IDF,”  he 
said.  “A  unilateral  withdrawal  from 
Lebanon  would  be  in  the  frame¬ 
work  of  taking  an  unreasonable 
risk. 

“As  long  as  the  situation  is  as  it 
is.*  id  there  is  no  body  that  will 
take  responsibility  instead  of  the 
IDF,  then  we  cannot  withdraw  uni¬ 
laterally."  Mofa2  said. 


Senior  security  sources  said 
Hizbullah  has  doubled  its  attacks 
this  past  year  compared  to  1997 
and  that  next  year  the  IDF  assess¬ 
ment  is  that  Hizbullah  will  increase 
its  activity  and  introduce  new 
threats.  These  include  more 
advanced  anti-tank  weapons  and 
maybe  even  Icmger-range 
Katyushas,  capable  of  hitting  more 
cities  in  the  North. 

A  senior  intelligence  source  said 
the  IDF  believes  the  Lebanese  gov¬ 
ernment  is  capable  of  enforcing  its 
sovereignty  in  all  of  southern 
Lebanon,  but  will  not  do  so  without 
Syrian  approval. 

Senior  security  sources  said  that 
it  is  generally  agreed  upon  in  tbe 
IDF  that  no  solution  to  the  Lebanon 
problem  can  be  found  without 


Syria,  which  is  pulling  the  strings 
in  Lebanon  to  kill  any  Israeli  initia¬ 
tive  to  quit  the  security  zone. 

But  the  IDF  is  also  opposed  to 
calls  by  some  politicians  to  punish 
Syria  as  a  means  of  deterring 
attacks  on  Israeli  forces. 

Instead  of  a  unilateral  withdraw¬ 
al,  the  IDF  is  proposing  a  series  of 
steps  to  bolster  projection  for  its 
soldiers,  while  maintaining  its 
main  mission  of  ensuring  security 
for  the  North. 

Tbe  IDF  has  already  cut  down  on 
resupply  convoys  and  increased  the 
use  of  the  air  force,  particularly 
helicopter  gunships.  It  is  reportedly 
also  considering  reducing  die  num¬ 
ber  of  outposts  in  tbe  security  zone:

Yisrael  Ba’aliya  threatens  to  bolt 
gov’t  over  Public  Housing  Law

Yisrael  Ba'aliya  last  night,  added 
to  Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu's  growing  list  of  wor¬ 
ries,  warning  that  if  he  implements 
the  Public  Housing  Law.  under 
which  public  housing  is  to  be  sold 
at  a  discount  to  veteran  residents, 
he  would  lose  the  support  of  the 
party's  seven  MKs. 

Yisrael  Ba'aliya  insists  thaL  this 
law  -  which  passed  last  month 
despite  government  opposition  - 
helps  those  who  immigrated  to 
Israel  in  the  1950s,  while  discrim¬ 
inating  against  recent  immigrants 
from  the  former  Soviet  Union. 

The  latter,  Yisrael  Ba’aJiya 
claims,  are  in  more  dire  need  and 
the  legislation  would  remove  low- 
cost  flats  from  the  rental  market 

This  threat  was  prompted  by  the 
expected  addition  of  Gesher  leader 
David  Levy  to  the  cabinet,  which 
would  add  at  least  three  more 
votes  to  the  declining  coalition. 

Levy  and  his  faction  were 
among  the  most  enthusiastic  advo¬ 
cates  of  the  Public  Housing  Law, 
which  would  allow  for  the  sale  of 
public  housing  stock  at  greatly 
reduced  prices  to  those  who  had 
been  renting  such  apartments  for 
decades. 

Yisrael  Ba'aliya  fears  that  the 
government  promised  Levy  it 
would  not  sabotage  the  new  legis¬ 
lation,  sweep  it  under  a  bureau¬ 
cratic  carpet  or  supplant  it  with  a 
different  bill,  as  Yisrael  Ba'aliya 
wants  -  and  as  many  other  offi¬ 
cials  had  wanted,  particularly  in 


the  Treasury. 

Yesterday  the  party  effectively 
warned  Netanyahu  that  he  would 
have  to  make  a  choice  between  its 
seven  MKs  and  Levy’s  three. 

Late  last  night,  the  Likud 
resumed  its  efforts  to  tie  all 
remaining  loose  ends  in  its  negoti¬ 
ations  with  Gesher.  Still  unclear  is 
which  portfolio  (finance  or  nation¬ 
al  infrastructure)  Levy  will  pick 
up,  how  many  Gesher  members 
will  now  be  counted  in  the  coali¬ 
tion  (five,  as  Gesher  formally 
numbers,  or  three,  who  are  wilting 
to  toe  Levy’s  tine),  whether  the 
Gesher  MKs  will  vote  for  the  bud¬ 
get  bill,  and  what  sort  of  political 
financing  Gesher  can  expect. 

The  question  of  Gesher’s  merger 
into  the  Likud  is  more  complex,  as 
it  entails  packing  the  2,700-mem¬ 
ber  party  central  committee  with 
500  more  members  from  Gesher. 
This  is  body  disputed  in  the  Likud 
and  may  result  in  delaying  the 
meiger  until  long  after  Gesher 
joins  the  government 

The  Likud  central  committee  is 
slated  to  meet  this  week  to  delib¬ 
erate  on  the  proposed  meiger. 

The  latest  now  involves  the  pro¬ 
posal  that  the  actual  vote  not  take 
place  following  the  debate  at  the 
central  committee  session. 
Instead,  committee  chairman 
Tzahi  Hanegbi  proposed  that  the 
rate  be  postponed  and  lake  place 
in  three  different  locations  in  the 
country. 

According  to  Hanegbi,  this  is  to 
ensure  that  as  many  of  the  central 
committee  members  as  possible 


get  to  cast  their  ballots. 
Opponents  of  the  deal  with 
Gesher  say  that  the  later  vote  in 
three  venues  will  make  it  more 
difficult  to  control  the  balloting 
and  allow  for  fraud. 

Hanegbi  countered  that  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  both  supporters  and 
opponents  to  the  dei  with  Levy 
will  be  stationed  as  observers  at 
each  of  the  three  polling  stations. 

A  Labor  central  committee  ses¬ 
sion  scheduled  for  mid-December 
is  also  generating  controversy.  It  is 
slated  to  discuss  reforms  in  tbe 
party  structure,  to  which  no  one  in 
Labor  has  been  made  fully  privy. 
This  has  generated  rumors  in  the 
party  that  chairman  Ehud  Barak 
was  preparing  to  join  a  national 
unity  coalition. 

Barak  issued  an  official  state¬ 
ment  last  night  denying  that  he  has 
any  national  unity  scheme  up  his 
sleeve. 

“The  only  changes  on  the  agen¬ 
da  involve  giving  the  party  a  face¬ 
lift  and  helping  us  win  the  next 
elections,”  he  said. 

Labor  sources  indicated  that  the 
face-lift  may  involve  changing  the 
party’s  name,  perhaps  to  New 
Labor. 

Party  secretary-general  Ra’anan 
Cohen,  however,  does  suspect 
Barak  of  having  other  intentions. 
He  prevented  a  discussion  of 
Barak's  renewal  plans  at  last 
Thursday’s  session  of  the  Labor 
political  bureau,  fearing  that  what 
Barak  really  has  in  mind  is  lo 
usurp  the  secretary-general’s 

authority.

Immigraiits  arrive  from  Quara 

Ninety-three  immigrants  from  the  Quara  province,  in  Ethiopia, 
arrived  here  this  weekend.  This  is  the  largest  group  of  Ethiopian 
Jews  to  arrive  from  the  Quara  province  recently  and  follows  a 
government  decision  to  accelerate  the  immigration  of  Jews  from 
Quara  and  Gondar.  This  number  adds  to  the  100  immigrants  who 
have  arrived  from  Quara  over  the  last  four  months. 

Most  of  them  went  to  the  absorption  center  in  Beersheba. 
Among  the  group  were  a  mother  and  her  two  daughters,  who 
have  not  seen  their  father  for  18  years. 

The  Absorption  Ministry'  estimates  the  flow  of  immigrants  will 
grow,  since  the  Interior  Ministry  has  given  the  green  light  to 
accept  Ethiopian  Jews  waiting  to  move  to  Israel.  ~  Itim

Top  Cypriot  parliamentarian 
postpones  visit  in  spy  protest

Cyprus's  top  parliamentarian 
has  postponed  an  official  visit  to 
Israel,  apparently  to  protest  the 
recent  Mossad  spy  scandal  on  the 
island.  The  Jerusalem  Post  has 
learned 

Spyros  Kyprianou.  the  president 
of  Cyprus's  House  .  of 
Representatives,  was  due  to  visit 
Israel  at  the  beginning  of  January. 
The  House  of  Representatives 
president  is  the  Cypriot  equivalent 
of  the  Knesset  Speaker. 
jThe  Knesset  spokesman  last 
night  was  unaware  of  Kyprianou’s 
postponement 

Kyprianou  is  the  first  high-rank¬ 
ing  Cypriot  official  to  cancel  a 
visit  to  Israel  following  the  arrest 
of  two  Israeli  agents  at  the  fishing 
village  of  Ziyi  earlier  this  month.

Indian  army  unit  joins  UNIFIL  in  Lebanon

Clinton  will  meet  with  Prime  Minister  Binyamio  Netanyahu  as 
well  as  with  Arafat,  and  will  speak  to  Israelis  and  Palestinians 
“about  the  importance  of  the  Wye  agreement  and  the  need  to 
continue  to  support  the  Middle  East  peace  process."  the  White 
House  said.

Jordan:  Stability  linked  to  Palestinian  state

Staff-SgL  Ohad  Nahmias,  20,  of 
Acre,  one  of  the  two  IDF  soldiers 
killed  in  a  Hizbullah  bomb  attack  in 
the  security  zone  late  Thursday 
night,  is  to  be  buried  at  Nahariya 
Military  Cemetery  this  afternoon. 

The  other  soldier  killed  in  die 
incident,  Staff-SgL  Eyal  Cohen,  20, 
of  Beersheba,  was  laid  to  rest  in  that 
city’s  military  cemetery  on  Friday. 

Their  deaths  brought  to  seven  the 
number  of  IDF  fatalities  in 
Hizbullah  attacks  in  Lebanon  in  the 
space  of  two  weeks.  Nine  soldiers 
have  been  wounded  -  four  of  them 
seriously  -  during  the  same  period. 

Nahmias  and  Cohen  were  kilted 
during  an  attempt  to  extricate  an 
armored  personnel  carrier  CAPC1 
that  had  been  hit  and  disabled  by  a 
bomb.  Two  other  soldiers  were 
lightly  wounded  in  the  blast 

The  incident  began  around  9 
p.m.  Thursday,  when  a  combined 
Armored  Corps  and  infantry  unit 
from  the  Nahal  Brigade  were  en 
route  to  the  western  sector  of  the 
zone,  not  far  from  the  IDE’s 
Karkum  outpost 

The  troops  were  traveling  in  a 
convoy  of  two  tanks  and  an  APC, 
when  a  bomb  was  detonated 
alongside  the  latter. 

The  APC  with  the  infantry 
aboard  was  disabled,  but  there  were 
no  casualties.

-  Nearly  <400  women  will  take  pan 
in  the  first  Israeli-US  binational 
conference  on  "Promoting 
.Women's  Health  Across 

'  Generations.*1  for  which  more  than 
80  American  delegates  and  atten¬ 
dees  -  including  Health  and 
Human  Services  (HHS)  Secretary 
Donna  Shalaia  —  are  arriving  in 
Jerusalem  this  week. 

Organized  by  the  HHS  and  the 
Health  Ministry,  it  will  be  co-con- 
vened  by  Shalaia  -  the  longest 
.  giving  HHS  secretary  in  US  histo¬ 
ry -and  Health  Minister Yehoshua 
Matza. 

Dr.  Rahel  Adatto-Levy,  Matza's 
adviser  on  women's  health  and  a 
gynecologist  at  Shaare  Zedek 
Hospital  will  co-chair  the  two-day 
conference,  which  opens 
Wednesday,  along  with  Dr.  Susan 
Wood,  a  US  expert  on  women's 
health. 

The  event  will  provide  a  forum 


to  discuss  a  range  of  global  health 
topics  relating  To  women,  includ¬ 
ing  heart  disease,  breast  cancer, 
working  women's  health  and  pre¬ 
vention  strategies  for  risky  behav¬ 
iors  during  adolescence.  It  also 
aims  at  generating  joint  projects 
for  advancing  women’s  health. 

Marlene  Post,  a  nurse  who  is 
president  of  the  Hadassah 
Women's  Zionist  Organization  of 
America,  will  be  one  of  the  US 
delegates. 

The  organizers  note  that  until 
recently,  most  clinical  studies  have 
been  conducted  on  men  only,  for 
fear  that  new  medications  and 
treatments  could  be  adversely 
affected  by  women's  hormonal 
influences  or  that  the  babies  of 
those  becoming  pregnant  during 
the  trial  could  be  endangered 

As  a  result,  women  have  been 
taking  drugs  and  undergoing  treat¬ 
ments  whose  effects  were  not 
clearly  proven  effective  or  even 
safe  in  women.

a  small  percentage  are  active  in 
unions,  though  the  number  is  grow¬ 
ing.

Representatives  of  striking  stu- 
derns  seeking  lower  tuition  and 
more  financial  aid  are  expected  to 
meet  with  Treasury  officials  and 
representatives  of  the  Prime 
Minister's  Office  today,  but  a 
spokesman  for  the  students  said 
last  night  he  was  not  optimistic  the 
strike,  entering  its  sixth  week,  is 
nearing  an  end. 

Student  spokesman  Ronen 
Hershkowitz  said  that  while  a 
framework  for  agreement  on  some 
issues  had  been  worked  out. 
“nothing  has  been  signed,  and 
we're  bearing  from  striking  stu¬ 
dents  that  they  want  more  than 
what  has  been  agreed  upon.” 

Hershkowitz  said  agreements  in 
principle  have  already  been 
worked  our  to  offer  students  a  NIS 
10.000  loan  per  year,  to  be 
returned  beginning  one  to  rwo 
years  after  "the  student  begins 
work,  at  3%  interest,  4%  for  grad¬ 
uate  students.  Agreement  was  also 


reached  on  establishing  a  commit¬ 
tee  to  include  student  representa¬ 
tives  to  examine  significantly 
expanding  existing  dormitory 
space. 

However,  agreement  has  not 
been  finalized  on  just  how  much 
tuition  would  be  reduced  for  stu¬ 
dents  performing  community  ser¬ 
vice.  or  just  what  frameworks 
would  be  included  for  that  com¬ 
munity  service.  In  addition,  the 
students  are  demanding  that  those 
of  them  who  do  more  than  30  days 
military  reserve  duty  a  year  quali¬ 
fy  automatically  for  tuition  reduc¬ 
tion.  and  not  have  to  perform  com¬ 
munity  service  in  addition. 

The  students  called  off  their 
hunger  strike  on  Thursday,  at  the 
request  of  President  Ezer 
Weizman  and  following 
Wednesday's  partial  agreement 
with  Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu  just  prior  to  his  depar¬ 
ture  for  Europe. 

The  College  for  Business 
Administration,  which  has  cam¬ 


puses  in  Tel  Aviv  and  Rishon 
Lezion.  the  Ashkelon  College,  and 
the  Jordan  Valley  College  have 
already  announced  they  will 
resume  classes  today.  However, 
classes  at  most  of  the  nation's 
institutions  of  higher  education 
will  still  be  closed.

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PKK  claims  downing 
of  Turkish  helicopter

ANKARA  (Reuters)  -  Kurdish 
guerrillas,  whose  leader  Abdullah 
Ocalan  is  the  focus  of  a  row 
between  Turkey  and  its  NATO 
allies  Italy  and  Germany,  said  yes¬ 
terday  they  bad  shot  down  a 
Turkish  army  helicopter  and  killed 
over  a  dozen  troops. 

“The  Sikorsky  helicopter  was 
shot  down  by  National  Liberation 
Army  of  Kurdistan  (ARGK) 
forces  as  it  tried  to  deploy  troops 
on  the  Kartal  peak  in  the  Cukutca 
area,’'  the  Kurdish  DEM  news 
agency  said.  The  ARGK  is  the 
military  wing  of  the  PKK. 

The  agency  quoted  the  PKK  as 
saying  that  17  soldiers  were  killed. 

Turkey’s  emergency  rule  gover¬ 
nor's  office  in  Diyaibakir  bad  said 
earlier  15  soldiers  had  died  and 
one  was  injured  when  the 
Sikorsky  helicopter  crashed  on 
Friday  near  Cultures  close  to  the 
Iraqi  border,  while  returning  from 
an  operation  against  the  PKK. 

“Investigations  into  whether  it 
crashed  due  to  a  technical  fault  or 
was  brought  down  are  continu¬ 
ing”  a  security  official  told 
Reuters.  PKK  rebels  brought 
down  two  Turkish  military  heli¬ 
copters  in  Iraq  last  year  using 
Russian- made  missiles. 


The  crash  comes  as  Ocalan, 
under  house  arrest  in  Italy,  issued 
a  threat  that  his  guerrillas  could 
escalate  their  14-year  conflict  with 
Turkey  that  has  killed  29,000  peo¬ 
ple. 

“If  we  were  to  show  our  real 
armed  power,  the  results  would  be 
much  worse,”  he  told  the  Kurdish 
satellite  television  channel  Med 
TV  by  telephone  from  Rome  late 
on  Friday. 

Turkish  forces  have  regularly 
mounted  offensives  into  northern 
Iraq  to  hit  the  Turkish  Kurd  PKK, 
which  uses  the  Iraqi  Kurd-held 
region  to  launch  raids  into 
Turkey’s  southeast 

Two’  Turkish  envoys  carrying  a 
900-page  extradition  dossier 
arrived  in  Rome  yesterday,  but 
Italy  has  already  said  its  constitu¬ 
tion  prevents  it  from  extraditing 
anyone  to  a  country  which  has  the 
death  penalty,  such  as  Turkey. 

“They  have  hosted  me  very  well, 
for  that  reason  I  thank  Italy,” 
Ocalan.  known  as  “Apo,”  told  Med 
TV. 

Italy’s  refusal  to  hand  over 
Ocalan.  arrested  arriving  at  Rome 
airport  from  Moscow  on 
November  12,  has  led  to  a  diplo¬ 
matic  row  with  Turkey,  which 
holds  the  rebel  chief  responsible 
for  the  thousands  killed  in  the  con¬ 


flict 

Fearing  reprisals  by  Ocalan's 
militants  and  unrest  among  some 
2.7  million  Turks  and  Kurds  living 
in  his  country,  German  Chancellor 
Gerhard  Schroeder  on  Friday 
refused  to  ask  for  Ocalan’s  extra¬ 
dition  from  Italy. 

Some  18,000  Turks  took  to  the 
streets  of  Bonn,  Berlin.  Munich, 
and  Nuremberg  yesterday  to 
demand  that  Italy  extradite  Ocalan 
to  Turkey  after  Germany’s  refusal 
to  try  him.

Congo  cease-fire  reached  at  Paris  Africa  summit

PARIS  (AP)  -  The  countries  at  war  in  the 
Congo  agreed  yesterday  to  a  cease-fire  lo  end 
the  fighting  between  rebels  and  forces  loyal  to 
Congolese  President  Laurent  Kabila,  French 
President  Jacques  Chirac  said. 

Chirac  told  a  news  conference  on  the  final 
day  of  a  summit  of  African  leaders  in  Paris  that 
Uganda,  Rwanda,  and  Congo  “had  reached  a 
consensus  to  stop  this  war."  Brokered  by  UN 
Secretary-General  Kofi  Annan,  a  cease-fire 
agreement  is  to  be  signed  sometime  in 
December  before  a  meeting  of  the 
Organization  of  African  Unity  on  December 
17-18,  Chirac  said. 

“The  secretary-general  has  achieved  an 
agreement  for  the  reaffirmation  of  the  commit¬ 
ment  to  put  an  end  to  this  absurd  and  painful 
war,"  Chirac  said.

!  mg  of  officials,  including  Kabila  and  the  lead¬ 
ers  of  Uganda  and  Rwanda,  who  are  supporting

Chirac  said  the  meeting  had  been  “held  in  a 
tense  but  not  hostile  environment”  He  did  not 
refer  to  whether  the  rebels  in  Congo  had  been 
consulted,  or  what  their  position  now  would  be. 

He  said  Kabila  had  agreed  to  democratic 
reforms  and  the  need  to  establish  dialogue. 
“Every  party  has  made  progress  toward  a 
greater  rapprochement”  he  said. 

Kabila  came  to  power  in  May  1997  after  top¬ 
pling  longtime  Zairian  dictator  Mobutu  Sese 
Seko.  He  promised  reform  and  democracy  in 
his  renamed  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo, 
but  many  critics  say  his  regime’s  18  months  in 
power  have  seen  repressive  policies  and  a 
growing  intolerance  of  criticism. 

Disaffected  members  of  his  aimed  forces 
banded  together  with  ethnic  Tutsi  insurgents 
earlier  this  year  and  launched  a  rebellion, 
accusing  the  president  of  corruption,  nepotism, 
and  tribalism. 

The  purpose  of  the  Paris  talks  on  the  side1 
lines  of  an  African  summit  on  security  was  to 


try  to  work  out  some  framework  for  peace 
negotiations  between  the  warring  parties. 

Annan  on  Friday  had  urged  African  leaders  - 
especially  those  at  war  in  the  Congo  -  to 
renounce  violence  and  accepr  compromise  to 
achieve  peace. 

Annan  said  many  African  conflicts  are  “root¬ 
ed  in  a  culture  of  intolerance”  and  that  the 
Congo  conflict  poses  the  continent's  greatest 
challenge. 

Chirac  on  Friday  urged  African  nations  to  do 
their  own  peacekeeping  -  a  departure  from  past 
practices  thar  put  the  burden  on  France  and 
other  Western  nations.  Chirac  also  renewed 
France’s  call,  for  a  regional  peace  conference  in 
central  Africa’s  Great  Lakes  region. 

Thirty  four  African  leaders  attended  the  20th 
Frencfa-African  summit,  which  addressed  the 
issue  of  how  to  tame  wars  raging  across  the 
continent. 

All  eyes  were  on  Kabila,  who  finally  sat 
down  with  Ugandan  President  Yoweri 
Museveni  and  Pasteur  Bizimuhgu,  Rwanda’s 
leader. 


Exxon,  Mobil  oil  confirm  * 
biggest  ever  merger  talks 


NEW  YORK  (Reuters)  - 
Exxon  Corp.  and  Mobil  Corp.  on 
Friday  confirmed  they  were 
engaged  in  merger  talks,  and 
investors  responded  by  bidding 
up  the  market  value  of  Mobil 
shares  to  more  than  S70  billion. 

Exxon,  the  biggest  US  oil  com¬ 
pany,  and  Mobil,  the  industry  No. 
2,  said  in  a  joint  statement  that 
no  agreement  had  yet  been 
reached.  The  statement  followed 
two  days  of  market  talk  and 
unconfirmed  reports  that  the 
biggest  industrial  merger  in  his¬ 
tory  was  in  the  works. 

Mobil  finished  at  $85.50,  up 
from  its  close  at  $78,375  on 
Wednesday,  before 

Thanksgiving.  Exxon  shares  rose 
SI  .75  to  $74,375. 

Oil  industry  analysts  say  the 
rationale  for  the  deal  is  cost  sav¬ 


ings.  Exxon,  already  No.  1,  has 
little  reason  to  simply  get  bigger, 
they  said. 

Cutting  costs  in  an  era  of  $11- 
per-barrel  oil,  the  lowest  price  in 
real  terms  for  25  years,  and  stiff 
competition  in  the  refining  and 
gasoline  sales  iadustry  is  the  only 
way  oil  companies  can  face  the 
future  with  any  confidence, 
according  to  analysts. 

Mayer  said  that  based  on  the 
experience  of  British  Petroleum 
Co.  Pic’s  acquisition  of  Amoco 
Corp..where  annual  cost  savings 
of  $2  billion  are  projected, 
Exxon  and  Mobil  could  expect  to 
trim  $3  billion  to  $4  billion  of 
costs  after  a  merger.  Also,  the 
two  could  probably  sell  assets 
worth  $1.2  billion,  he  said. 

With  a  merger,  Exxon  would 
gain  nothing  strategically,  in 


terms  of  access  to  crude  oil 
reserves,  that  it  could  not  have 
achieved  on  its  own,  analysts 
said. 

Combined,  Exxon  and  Mobil 
would  have  annual  sales  of  2.78 
billion  barrels  of  petroleum  prod¬ 
ucts  in  the  United  States  and  2.61 
billion  barrels  in  Europe.  Their 
oil  reserves  would  be  20.74  bil¬ 
lion  barrels  of  oil  and  natural  gas. 

Schroder's  Mayer  estimated  the 
combined  companies’  1999  earn¬ 
ings  at  $10,225  billion,  . 

With  oil  prices  remainilH

In  several  of  his  answers,  Clinton 
ssrid  he  could  not  recall  details  or 
did  not  remember  events. 

The  White  House  turned  over  to 
the'  House  of  Representatives' 
Judiciary  Committee  Clinton’s 
answers,  to  81  questions  central  to 
th*  impeachment  inquiry, 
flfommittee  Chairman  Henry 
Hyde,  ah  Illinois  Republican,  had 
sent  the  questions  more  than  three 
weeks  ago  and  on  Wednesday 
threatened  to  subpoena  Clinton  for 
the  answers  if  they  were  not  deliv¬ 
ered  by  tomorrow. 

Hyde,  in  a  written  statement, 
acknowledged  receipt  of  Clinton’s 
responses  and  said  the  committee 
would  “carefully  review"  them. 

But  another  committee  member 
and  frequent  Clinton  critic. 
Representative  Bob  Barr  of 
Georgia,  accused  the  president  of 
using  "tortured  legal  reasoning 
and  convenient  memory  lapses"  to 
deny  “a  clear  case  of  perjury  and 
obstruction  of  justice."

Two  frigates  from  each  country  and  other 
smaller  vessels  are  participating  in  the  exercises,  which  began 
Friday  off  the  Egyptian  port  of  Alexandria.  The  “Alexandria  98" 
maneuvers  are  part  of  a  defense  pact  signed  between  the  two 
countries  when  Defense  Minister  Akis  Tsochadzopoulos  visited 
Cairo  earlier  year. 

Death-row  killer  dodges  bullets,  flees  US  jail 

HUNTSVILLE,  Texas  (Reuters)  -  Murderer  Martin  Gurule 
dodged  bullets  in  an  escape  from  a  high  security  Texas  jail  on 
Friday  and  eluded  an  army  of  law  enforcement  officers.  Gurule, 

29,  is  the  first  Texas  prisoner  to  escape  from  death  row  since  the 
1930s.  Prison  officials  said  Gurule  and  six  other  prisoners  late 
Thursday  night  cut  through  a  fence  and  clambered  onto  a  roof, 
where  they  hid  for  several  hours.  Shortly  after  midnight,  guards 
spotted  the  men  as  they  ran  toward  the  razor-wire  perimeter  fence 
and  opened  fire.  While  the  others  surrendered.  Gurule  escaped.  He 
was  sentenced  to  death  for  killing  a  restaurant  owner  in  1992.

All 
relate  to  killings  or  disappearances  of  some 
3,197  people. 


All  the  suits  are  being  handled  by  Santiago 
Judge  Juan  Guzman,  who  has  said  he  plans  to 
question  Pinochet  in  December  -  if  he  comes 
home. 

“I  can  assure  you  that  the  cases  are  going  to 
be  prosecuted. 

Insulza  said  at  a  news  conference  that: 
“There  are  several  people  in  jail  in  Chile  for 
violations  of  human  rights,  condemned  for  vio¬ 
lations  of  human  rights.  So  some  cases  have 
been  opened,  accused,  tried  and  condemned." 
On  Friday,  a  magistrate  granted  a  one-week 
extension  -  until  December  11  -  for  Home 
Secretary  Jack  Straw  to  decide  whether  to  per¬ 
mit  extradition  proceedings  to  begin. 

Pinochet,  83,  who  is  sought  by  Spanish 
authorities  on  charges  of  genocide,  torture  and 
terrorism  committed  during  his  17-vear  rule, 
remains  under  police  guard  at  a  London  hospi¬ 
tal.  He  was  arrested  October  16. 

There  was  fresh  evidence  of  strains  in  Chile's 
relations  with  Britain.  The  Ministry  of  Defense 
said  it  has  canceled  plans  for  the  frigate  HMS 
Sutherland  to  appear  at  a  naval  fair  in  the 


Chilean  port  of  Valparaiso,  and  the  Foreign 
Office  said  it  was  temporarily  closing  its  con¬ 
sular  office  in  the  city.

It 
allows  Baghdad  to  sell  a  specific 
amount  of  oil  every  six  months  to 
purchase  food,  medicine,  and  other 
necessities.

The  Fedayeen  is  a  para¬ 
military  force  of  about  40,000  run  by  Uday.  To  emphasize  their 
ferocity,  its  commandos  are  often  shown  on  television  butchering 
cats,  dogs,  and  wolves  and  then  eating  their  raw  meat.

B  JP  loses  in  Indian  state  elections

NEW  DELHI  (AP)  -  In  what  is 
seen  as  a  referendum  on  the  eight- 
month-old  Bharatiya  Janata  Part}' 
government,  voters  last  week 
rejected  the  Hindu  nationalist 
party  in  crucial  state  legislature 
elections  in  four  states. 

Admitting  defeat  for  his  party  yes¬ 
terday.  Prime  Minister  Aral  Bihari 
Vajpayee  said  voters  who  cast  their 
ballots  Wednesday  appeared  to  want 
a  change.  He  said  the  results  would 
have  no  bearing  on  the  stability  of 
his  19-party  coalition. 


But  the  BJP’s  rout  in  three  states 
-  it  did  not  contest  in  one  north¬ 
eastern  state  where  a  regional 
party  was  winning  -  could  lead  to 
infighting  among  the  coalition 
partners. 

It  could  put  pressure  on  the 
Congress  Party  to  unseal  Vajpayee  if 
it  can  woo  enough  lawmakers  in 
federal  Parliament  However,  the 
Congress,  which  was  leading  -  and 
certain  to  form  governments  -  in  the 
three  states  said  it  had  no  immediate 
plans  to  unseat  the  government 
More  than  600  seats  were  contest¬ 
ed  in  the  four  states  -  New  Delhi, 


Rajasthan,  Madhya  Pradesh  and 
Mizoram  -  in  the  voting  Wednesday 
by  about  5.000  candidates  from 
dozens  of  jwtitical  parties. 

Even  Vajpayee's  coalition  part¬ 
ners  said  the  results  indicated  lack 
of  faith  in  the  BJP. 

The  Congress  could  win  two- 
thuds  of  the  seats  in  the  states  of 
Rajasthan  and  New  Delhi,  hitherto 
considered  the  BJP  strongholds. 
Bucking  opinion  polls,  the  Congress 
also  managed  to  retain  power  in  the 
central  state  of  Madhya  Pradesh.  A 
regional  party  was  likely  to  form  a 
government  in  Mizoram. 


Quebec  election  may 
yield  another  referendum

MONTREAL  (API  -  With  the 
rest  of  Canada  watching  warily, 
Quebec  voters  make  a  momentous 
choice  tomorrow  between  an 
incumbent  provincial  leader  who 
favors  independence  and  an 
underdog  challenger  seeking  to 
end  the  threat  of  secession. 

If  Premier  Lucien  Bouchard’s 
Parti  Quebecois  wins  the  election, 
he  bus  pledged  to  hold  a  referen¬ 
dum  on  leaving  Canada  whenever 
he  calculates  that  the  separatists 
will  prevail.  Some  militants  in  his 
party  already  have  an  unofficial 
motto:  *’A  country  for  the  vear 
2000." 

The  man  with  the  difficult  task 
of  unseating  him  is  Jean  Charest, 
who  left  federal  politics  in  March 
to  become  leader  of  the  Quebec 
Liberal  Party. 

Charest,  one  of  the  few 
Canadian  politicians  who  can 
match  Bouchard’s  charisma, 
jumped  ahead  in  early  opinion 
polls  and  was  hailed  in  other 
provinces  as  the  potential  savior  of 
Canadian  unity. 

But  Charest's  lead  evaporated, 
and  poll  after  poll  in  recent  days 
suggests  that  the  Parti  Quebecois 
is  poised  to  maintain  a  comfort¬ 
able  majority  in  the  125-seat  legis¬ 
lature.  In  the  last  election,  in  1994, 
the  popular  vote  was  split  almost 
evenly,  but  the  separatists  won  77 


seats  because  their  support  is 
spread  more  evenly  across  the 
province.

When  President  Bill  Clinton  visited 
China  earlier  this  year,  he  was  urged 
not  to  mince  words  on  that  country's 
human  rights  record  and  -  because  of  the  seri¬ 
ousness  of  the  issue  -  to  disregard  Asian  sensi¬ 
tivities  on  guest-host  relations.  It  is  therefore 
interesting  to  see  Chinese  President  Jiang 
Zemin  now  following  Clinton's  example  and 
lashing  out  at  his  hosts  in  Japan  over  their  con¬ 
tinuing  ambivalence  to  the  sins  of  the  Japanese 
empire  before  and  during  World  War  II. 

The  visit  by  President  Jiang  to  Japan  cannot 
be  called  a  success,  nor  will  it  do  anything  to 
relieve  the  mistrust  and  suspicions  that  continue 
to  lurk  in  this  region.  Despite  attempts  on  all 
sides  to  gloss  over  the  differences  with  polite 
noises,  the  visit  has  turned  into  a  virtual  slang¬ 
ing  match  involving  China,  Japan,  and  Taiwan. 
Apart  from  the  frosty  exchanges  at  the  top. 
Jiang  was  assailed  by  students  protesting 
China’s  human  rights  record,  and  by  right-wing 
activists  who  were  thinly  disguised  anti- 
Chinese  racists  and  militarists. 

Each  party  is  right  on  some  issue  -  none  is 
right  on  ail.  The  deep  anger  China  still  harbors 
for  the  totally  unprovoked  Japanese  attack  on 
their  country  and  the  horrendous  brutalities  per¬ 
petrated  by  its  forces  is  perfectly  understand¬ 
able,  even  after  60  years.  Japan's  niggling 
refusal  to  offer  the  unconditional  apology  China 
demands  is  not  understandable. 

It  is  as  inexplicable  as  the  decades  of  foot- 
dragging  by  successive  Japanese  governments 
over  providing  apologies  and  compensation  to 
the  foreign  women  its  troops  abused  through 
official  forced  prostitution,  or  to  the  British. 
Australian,  and  other  victims  of  their  atrocious 
prison  camps. 

President  Jiang  has  kept  reminding  the 
Japanese  of  what  they  did,  to  the  point  of  irri¬ 
tating  them  considerably.  He  is  not  unjustified  - 
Japanese  cabinet  ministers  regularly  pop  up 


with  remarks  that  suggest  Japan  was  right  to 
invade  and  occupy  large  parts  of  China  in  1937. 
Jiang  referred  to  them  when  be  said,  “Some 
people  in  Japan,  even  those  in  high  positions, 
have  distorted  history  and  beautified  the  inva¬ 
sion  of  China.”  While  his  hosts  expressed 
“remorse,”  this  Fell  far  short  of  the  written  apol¬ 
ogy  and  admission  of  liability  that  Jiang  had 
been  expecting. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  abuse  of  might  by 
Japan  60  years  ago  is  scarcely  less  wrong  than 
threatening  to  use  it  today,  as  China  has  done 
again  regarding  Taiwan.  It  seems  Japan  cannot 
apologize  to  China  for  using  force  against  it, 
and  China  cannot  stop  threatening  Taiwan  with 
the  same.  “1  stress  that  China  cannot  renounce 
the  use  of  force  against  Taiwan.”  said  Jiang, 
adding  that  the  “separatists”  and  not  the  people 
would  be  targeted. 

Since  Taiwan  is  a  democracy,  the  separatists 
are  the  people  -  as  long  as  they  do  not  want  to 
want  to  reintegrate  with  an  undemocratic  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Beijing.  China  continues  to  cite  any 
“independence  of  Taiwan'’  as  a  casus  belli  -  yet 
no  United  Nations  members  advocate  or  support 
an  independent  Taiwan.  Neither  does  Taiwan,  so 
China's  threats  are  no  more  than  bullying.  The 
path  to  uniting  Taiwan  and  China  is  not  military 
force.  The  patently  obvious  path  is  for  China  to 
democratize  to  the  point  that  a  reunion  would 
pose  no  problem  for  the  Taiwanese.  However, 
due  credit  must  be  given  to  China  and  Jiang  for 
the  economic  and  political  road  they  are  travel¬ 
ing  -  they  just  need  to  travel  a  little  faster,  with¬ 
out  threats. 

The  spat  in  Japan  may  be  over  mere  words, 
but  it  proves  that  words  are  important  in  inter¬ 
national  relations.  If  Japan  could  wholehearted¬ 
ly  say  “sorry,  we  were  totally  wrong”  and  China 
could  say  “we  totally  renounce  force  except  for 
self-defense.”  both  Asia  and  the  world  would  be 
a  little  more  relaxed. 


Primakov  takes  charge 


At  last  there  are  hopeful  signs  that  Russia 
may  have  a  competent  leader  at  the 
helm,  if  not  officially  and  constitutional¬ 
ly,  then  at  least  in  practice.  With  the  near-invis¬ 
ible  President  Boris  Yeltsin  ill  again.  Prime 
Minister  Yevgeny  Primakov  appears  to  have 
decided  that  someone  has  to  take  chaige  of  the 
chaos,  and  it  might  as  well  be  he. 

It  is  a  development  to  be  welcomed  and 
encouraged,  especially  since  Primakov  is  speak¬ 
ing  his  mind  clearly  while  grasping  the  issues 
firmly.  Yesterday  he  rapped  the  knuckles  of 
“young  boys  from  the  IMF  who  read  a  lot  of 
books,  but  know  nothing  about  real  life."  At  the 
same  time,  he  said  Russia  would  comply  with 
International  Monetary  Fund  conditions  for  the 
resumption  of  aid  to  the  shattered  economy, 
“not  from  undue  obedience,  but  because  we 
need  it.”  The  aid  is  the  $22.6  billion  package  the 
IMF  has  frozen  since  the  Russian  financial  cri¬ 
sis  spiraled  out  of  control  in  August 
Primakov's  government  on  Friday  also 
unveiled  plans  to  cut  taxes  -  a  sensible  idea  at 


last  which  should  both  make  tax  collection  eas¬ 
ier,  and  breathe  some  life  into  the  half-dead 
economy.  The  VAX-cut  Primakov  announced 
will  provide  especially  welcome  relief  on  elec¬ 
tricity  bills  and  other  consumer  expenses.  He 
promised  to  slash  VAT  down  to  10  percent  by 
2000. 

Tax  collection  has  been  the  main  problem  for 
Russian  financial  officials  hying  to  bring  some 
order  to  state  spending  and  to  create  a  basis  for 
a  workable  budget  Ridiculously  high  taxes  is 
the  current  economic  climate  have  encouraged 
cheating  rather  than  collection,  leaving  the  gov¬ 
ernment  little  money  to  pay  wages  or  repay  its 
debts.  Whatever  the  merits  of  the  various  poli¬ 
cies  being  announced  by  Primakov,  at  least  as 
important  is  the  impression  being  given  to 
Russians  and  the  world  is  that  someone  has  an 
inkling  of  what  is  required  to  save  Russia  and  is 
doing  something.  The  Catch-22  is  that  should 
Yeltsin  become  well  enough  to  think  he  can  take 
charge  again,  he  might  also  become  capricious 
enough  to  fire  Primakov.

Clinton’s  Iraq  setback 


The  third  crisis  with  Iraq 
within  a  year  has  ended  like 
aQ  the  others.  Iraq  has  rein¬ 
stated  the  inspections  system, 
Washington  has  backed  off  from 
military  action  (this  time  recalling 
forces  already  under  way),  and 
both  sides  have  claimed  victory.  In 
a  sense  both  sides  are  right  We 
win  the  battles,  but  Saddam 
Hussein  is  winning  the  war. 

True,  after  each  crisis  the  inspec¬ 
tors  have  returned  to  Iraq.  But, 
equally,  each  time  there  has  been  a 
hiatus  —  the  last  of  three  months  - 
without  any  inspections,  enabling 
Saddam  to  shuffle  equipment  and 
material  from  sites  on  which  die 
inspectors  woe  closing  in.  When 
inspections  resume,  months  are 
consumed  developing  a  new  data 
base,  and  by  the  time  it  is  complet¬ 
ed,  Saddam  has  come  up  with  new 
harassing  tactics  to  degrade  it 
Administration  spokesmen  have 
talked  as  if  the  international  sup¬ 
port  that  existed  at  the  time  of  the 
aborted  raid  can  be  recycled  indef¬ 
initely.  This  is  a  dangerous  illu¬ 
sion.  The  consensus  that  acqui¬ 
esced  in  the  aborted  military 
action  resulted  from  a  highly 
evanescent  constellation  of  cir¬ 
cumstances:  Saddam’s  brazen 
wholesale  shutdown  of  the  entire 
UN  inspections  process,  the 
administration's  unexpected  elec¬ 
toral  performance,  the  success  of 
die  Wye  negotiations,  the  global 
financial  crisis  (especially 
Russia's),  and  France’s  temporary 
preoccupation  with  European 
issues  rather  than  American 
Middle  East  policy. 

When  Saddam  survived,  die  US 
was  left  with  three  policy  options: 
(1)  to  reconcile  with  a  hopefully 
chastened  Saddam,  (2)  to  keep 
Saddam  “in  his  box,”  (3)  to  make  it 
a  national  policy  to  overthrow  him. 

The  trouble  with  administration 
policy  is  that  it  -  or  factions  with¬ 
in  it  -  are  pursuing  ail  three  simul¬ 
taneously.  Thus  in  his  statement 
Clinton,  after  calling  off  the 
attack,  asked  for  no  more  than  “if 
we  can  keep  UNSCOM  in  there 
working  and  one  more  time  give 
him  a  chance  to  become  honor¬ 
ably  reconciled  by  simply  observ¬ 
ing  UN  resolutions,  we  see  that 
results  can  be  obtained.” 

None  of  our  allies  in  the  Gulf  or 
in  the  area  believe  in  the  prospect 
of  an  “honorable  reconciliation” 
based  on  observing  UN  resolu¬ 
tions  for  a  few  months.  All  are 
convinced  that  Iraq  will  bend 
every  effort  to  rearm  as  soon  as 
sanctions  are  lifted  and  that  the 
UN  is  straining  to  find  pretexts  for 
lifting  the  sanctions. 

Throughout,  American  military 
measures  in  the  Gulf  have  sig¬ 
naled  an  overriding  reluctance  to 
use  force.  In  response  to  an 
alleged  Iraqi  plot  against  George 
Bush’s  life  in  1993,  a  few  cruise 
missiles  were  fired  into  a  single 
building  that  we  reassuringly 
announced  had  stood  empty.  In 
1996.  when  Saddam  crushed  an 
American-sponsored  resistance 
movement  in  northern  Iraq,  the 
administration  responded  again 
with  cruise  missiles  against  radar 
stations  hundreds  of  miles  to  the 
south.  And  it  has  recoiled  before 
tbe  use  of  force  in  each  of 
Saddam’s  three  challenges  of  the 
last  year. 

THIS  IRRESOLUTION  handi¬ 
caps  even  our  relations  with  Iran, 
the  largest  country  in  the  region. 
Whatever  one's  theory  regarding 
Iran’s  likely  evolution,  an  Iraqi 
government  with  which  we  can 
work  would  facilitate  oar  options. 
Necessary  as  it  is  under  present 
circumstances,  we  trill  not  be  able 
to  maintain  stability  in  tbe  Gulf 
indefinitely  against  the  two 
strongest  states,  Iraq  and  Iran.  We 
cannot  discourage  an  aggressive 
ban  if  we  cannot  handle  even  a 
defeated  Iraq.  And  we  will  not  be 
able  to  elicit  moderation  in  Iran  if 
Teheran’s  leaders  see  across  their 
border  how  easy  and  effective  it  is 
to  defy  the  US. 

A  more  decisive  policy  against 
Saddam  is  blocked  by  the  argu¬ 
ments  that  we  must  take  our  lead 
from  the  so-called  world  commu- 
lity,  that  we  should  design  our 
ions  in  relation  to  specific  Iraqi

provocations,  and  that  militarily, 
unless  we  can  achieve  everything, 
it  is  better  to  do  nothing.  An  these 
schools  of  thought  are  represented 
within  the  administration. 

The  result  is  intellectual  confu¬ 
sion  and  greater  concern  with  pla¬ 
cating  domestic  opinion  than 
developing  a  coherent  long-range 
strategy.  The  reluctance  to  use 
force  progressively  erodes  our 
credibility.  Each  time  we  foil  to  ful¬ 
fill  our  threats,  we  are  forced  to 
make  a  more  formidable  threat  in 
die  next  round,  and  a  larger  mobi¬ 
lization  of  effort.  At  tbe  rad  of  this 
vicious  circle,  we  will  be  left  with 
the  choice  of  abdication  or  a  mas¬ 
sive  assault  that,  if  Saddam  is  skill¬ 
ful,  may  then  appear  unprovoked. 


Each  time  we  fall  to 
fulfill  our  threats, 
we  are  forced  to 
make  a  more 
formidable  threat  in 
the  next  round.  At 
the  end  of  this 
vicious  circle,  we 
will  be  left  with  the 
choice  of  abdication 
or  a  massive 
assault  that  may 
then  appear 
unprovoked 

The  argument  that  unless  we 
march  on  Baghdad,  we  will  be 
unable  decisively  to  weaken 
Saddam  is  poor  testimony  to  the 
strategic  foresight,  political  will, 
and  military  capacity  of  a  super¬ 
power.  To  argue  that  we  are  unable 
to  destroy  Iraq's  capacity  to 
threaten  its  neighbors  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  significant  deployments  con¬ 
stituting  such  a  threat  is  an  alibi 
for  abdication. 

Our  ten  tad  ven ess  makes  us  lose 
on  all  fronts:  Radical  adversaries 
do  not  fear  our  posturing,  or 
believe  that  they  can  manipulate  it 
to  their  own  ends.  Potential 
friends  lose  confidence  in  us.  The 
cumulative  impact  of  the  various 
Iraqi  crises  amounts  to  a  strategic 
setback:  Each  crisis  bas  reinforced 
a  pattern  in  which  Saddam,  not 
we.  controls  the  timing  and  sub¬ 
ject  matter  of  the  confrontation. 

*  With  each  successive  crisis, 
American  policy  has  become 
more  captive  to  a  fragile  UN  con¬ 
sensus.  It  is  symptomatic  that,  in 
his  November  15  statement,  the 
president  invoked  tbe  world  com¬ 
munity  10  times  and  the  US 
national  interest  exactly  once. 

■  Each  crisis  has  eroded  our  sup¬ 
port  among  the  Gulf  and  other 
Arab  states.  Having  seen  us  go  the 
brink  and  back  down  three  times, 
they  will  be  reluctant  to  believe 
that  we  are  in  for  the  long  haul. 

*  Each  aborted  military  action 
has  weakened  the  readiness  and 
morale  of  America's  armed  forces. 

*  In  each  crisis,  nations  opposed 
to  military  action  (and  UN 
Secretary-General  Kofi  Annan) 
held  out  the  end  of  sanctions  as  a 
carrot  for  Saddam  to  return  to 
inspections.  Saddam's  argument  - 
that  the  sanctions  are  the  main 
issue  -  gains  ground. 

Secretary  of  State  Madeleine 
Albright  has  described  our  policy 
as  keeping  Saddam  “in  his  box.” 
But  that  goal  is  unachievable  as 
tbe  issues  are  presently  defined. 
UNSCOM  (the  UN  Special 
Commission,  tbe  inspection 
group)  is  a  weak  instrument.  After 
years  of  tbe  world’s  most  intrusive 
inspections  system,  the  team  still 
does  not  know  whether  Saddam 
has  remaining  weapons  of  mass 
destruction.  And  for  tbe  last  year, 
the  inspections  system  has  worked 
only  intermittently. 

But  should  UNSCOM  work  per¬ 
fectly  and  were  it  in  a  position  to 
certify  that  Saddam  was  disarmed, 
sanctions  would  then  be 
“reviewed,’’  the  euphemism  for 


being  lifted,  and  tbe  inspections 
system  reduced  to  caretaker  sta¬ 
tus.  We  thus  find  ourselves  in  a 
Catch-22  situation.  Tbe  better  the 
inspections  system  works,  the 
more  rapidly  restrictions  on  Iraq 
will  be  ended  -  and  Saddam  will 
be  in  a  position  to  start  rearming. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION  has  not 
been  willing  to  face  the  fact  that  the 
issue  is  not  UNSCOM  but  tire  con¬ 
tinued  rule  of  Saddam.  While  the 
president  paid  lip  service  to  a  poli¬ 
cy  of  bringing  (town  Saddam,  he 
offered  so  plan  for  accomplishing 
this.  He  study  seems  to  have  no 
confidence  in  a  military  solution. 

He  justified  aborting  tbe  military 
strike  on  the  grounds  that  “if  we 
take  military  action  we  can  signif¬ 
icantly  degrade  the  capability  of 
Saddam  Hussein  to  develop 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  and 
to  deliver  them,  but  that  would 
also  mark  tbe  end  of  UNSCOM. 
So  we  would  delay  it,  but  we 
would  then  have  no  oversight  no 
insight,  no  involvement  in  what  is 
going  on  within  Iraq.” 

This  statement  reflects  three 
assumptions:  that  Saddam  is  like¬ 
ly  to  remain  in  office  for  the  fore¬ 
seeable  future;  that  our  military 
capacity  to  degrade  Iraq’s  strate¬ 
gic  capability  is  less  useful  than 
inspections;  and  that  Saddam’s 
regime  is  bound  to  survive 
American  retaliation.  In  its  mili¬ 
tary  plans,  the  administration 
seems  wedded  to  die  kind  of  lim¬ 
ited  escalation  that  has  been  dis¬ 
credited  wherever  it  was  tried, 
most  notably  in  Vietnam. 

We  should  beware  of  the  siren 
song  that  a  painless  (to  us)  covert 
operation  can  enable  us  to  sidestep 
die  complexities  of  military  con¬ 
frontation.  I  favor  supporting  tbe 
Iraqi  resistance  in  principle,  but, 
having  seen  such  enterprises  from 
tbe  inside,  1  would  put  forward  three 
cautions:  Such  operations  must  be 
run  by  professionals,  not  adventur¬ 
ers;  they  must  take  into  account  the 
interests  of  neighboring  countries, 
especially  Turkey,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Jordan,  and  ban;  and  they  require 
an  American  willingness  to  back  the 
resistance  movement  when  it  gets 
into  trouble,  with  American  forces  if 
necessary  -  or  else  we  will  repeat 
the  debacle  of  the  Bay  of  Pigs  and 
of  northern  Iraq  in  1975  and  1996, 
when  most  of  those  we  supported 
were  wiped  out  or  exfled. 

This  is  a  tougher  job  than 
Afghanistan.  All  this  suggests  the 
following  principles: 

■  The  ultimate  issue  in  the  Gulf 
is  not  inspections  but  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  Baghdad. 

•  Saddam’s  next  provocation 
must  be  viewed  not  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  particular  offense 
but  of  advancing  our  broader  strat¬ 
egy.  Our  military  response  should 
lead  to  destroying  Saddam’s  com- 
mand-and-control  sites,  suspected 
locations  of  weapons  of  mass 
destruction,  and  the  Republican 
Guard  (the  basis  of  his  rule).  On 
the  whole,  I  consider  this  a  better 
option  than  relying  largely  on  tbe 
internal  resistance. 

•  If  we  are  serious  about  backing 
the  Iraqi  resistance,  we  should  set 
about  equipping  and  training  it 
and  organizing  its  command  struc¬ 
ture,  and  be  prepared  to  protect  it 
with  our  own  forces.  We  must 
avoid  half-measures  to  appeal  to 
domestic  constituencies. 

•  As  pan  of  a  serious  effort  to 
bring  Saddam  down,  restraints 
should  be  placed  on  Iraq’s  capaci¬ 
ty  to  conduct  significant  military 
operations,  either  within  the  two 
no-fly  zones  or  against  any  of  its 
neighbors,  by  restricting  the 
movement  of  Iraqi  units  beyond  a 
certain  size. 

•  Tbe  Iraqi  people  must  be  given 
to  understand  that  tbe  principal 
obstacle  to  normalization  is 
Saddam  and  his  immediate 
entourage,  and  that  foe  Iraqi  peo¬ 
ple  are  our  ally,  not  our  forget 

If  we  are  not  willing  to  muster 
the  discipline  and  determination 
for  such  a  course,  the  present  pol¬ 
icy  will  collapse,  undermining  foe 
stability  of  tbe  Gulf  and  foe  entire 
region.

David  Levy  was  for  many 
years  the  homegrown 
hero  of  Israeli  politi^-Aj 
authentic  leader  of  toe  North 
African  community,  he  started 
out  as  a  simple  construction 
worker,  and  then  rose  through 
local  politics  in  ins  town  oFBert 
She’ an  to  become  an  MK.  m  foe 
Knesset  he  moved  from  foe  back 
benches  to  a  cabinet  seat,  rising  to 
tbe  No.  2  slot  as  deputy  premier 
and  minister  of  foreign  affiaasr 
Throughout  his  climb  up  foe 
political  ladder,  he  did  not  forget 
Iris  roots.  He  stayed  in  his  dm^- 
opmenr  town  and  even  mipe 
Foreign  Ministry  he  continued  to 
see  himself  as  representing  foe 
lower  echelons  of  society. 

Dozing  most  of  his  poutusal 
career  be  had  a  moderating  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  Likud;  he  was  the 
only  one  from  his  party  to  support 
the  pullout  from  Lebanon,  and 
except  for  a  short  extremist  inter¬ 
lude,  be  was  a  supporter  of  foe 
peace  process,  from  Camp  David 
onwards. 

So  for  several  years,  many 
observers  regarded  Levy  as  foe  new 
hope  of  Israeli  politics:  a  young, 
charismatic  leader,  representing  a 
new  generation,  both  in  style  and 
origan,  with  a  true  social  agenda 
and  a  moderate  outlook  on  issues  of 
security  and  foreign  affairs.  A 
Bat  as  great  as  foe  hope  wasTfoe 
disappointment  was  even  greater: 
He  learned  too  quickly  from  tbe 
older  generation  of  politicians, 
that  one’s  chair  is  more  important 
tfran  one's  ideals  and  values,  and 
that  self-interest  comes  before  die 
constituency.  The  only  difference 
between  him  and  the  older  gener¬ 
ation  was  Iris  inflated  ego  and  his 
tendency  to  get  offended  quickly; 
when  font  happened,  be  made 
political  mistakes  based  on  mis¬ 
calculating  his  power. 

Levy  also  lacked  foe  stamina 
and  patience  needed  by  a  politi¬ 
cian  who  wants  to  advance  in 
power,  and  to  one  day  be  No.  1. 
He  also  surrounded  himself  with 
a  small  group  of  “yes-men”  wf 
massaged  his  ego  and  used 
only  to  advance  their  own 
al  agenda. 

WHEN  he  left  tbe  Mkudbeforefoe 
last  elections  and  fanned  Gesber, 
be  attracted  many  people  from  dif¬ 
ferent  political  backgrounds  who 
believed  in  bis  leadership  and  sin¬ 
cerity.  They  were  quickly  disap¬ 
pointed  when  be  rushed  unneces¬ 
sarily  to  make  a  deal  with 
Bnryamin  Netanyahu,  agreeing  not 
to  run  for  prime  minister: 

After  the  elections,  when 
Netanyahu  formed  Iris  new  gov¬ 
ernment,  Levy  preferred  foe 
Foreign  Ministry  over  the 
Treasury.  As  a  result  not  only  did¬ 
n’t  he  influence  foe  social  and 
economic  policies  of  ||e 
Netanyahu  government,  but^re 
was  shut  out  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  political  issues,  mainly  tbe 
peace  process,  which  were  dealt 
with  directly  by  foe  Prime 
Minister's  Office. 

After  too  many  “insults”  from 
Netanyahu  and  his  people.  Levy 
realized  be  was  neither  influenc¬ 
ing  foe  peace  process  nor  eco¬ 
nomic  policy  and  finally  left  the 
government  that  was  ‘‘flying  to 
nowhere” 

But  Levy  is  not  built  to  lead  a 
strong  opposition  nor  for  foe  day-  v 
to-day  bard  work  of  running  an 
independent  party.  He  is  not  aW 
long-term  strategist  He  believed  • 
that  his  own  popularity  would 
bring  the  votes.  It  did  not  happen. 
Although  he  had  minor  success  in 
some  of  the  municipal  elections 
here  and  there,  it  was  not  enough. 

He  was  courted  by  foe  Labor 
Party  and  by  Ronni  Milo  and  Dan 
Meridor,  but  he  was  impatient 
His  entourage  wanted  immediate 
results. 

So  with  little  bargaining  he 
again  sold  his  soul  and  seniority 
for  “a  pottage  of  lentils.”  He  is 
crawling  back  to  tbe  government 
he  left  not  so  long  ago  and  to  the 
prime  minister  be  despises,  with¬ 
out  achieving  anything  important. 
Nothing  has  changed  except  foe 
Wye  River  agreement,  which  he 
could  have  influenced  jost  as  eas¬ 
ily  in  opposition.  Netanyahu  has^ 
not  changed.  Jp 

The  National  Infrastructure 
Ministry  has  no  real  independent 
power,  especially  not  in  tbe  social 
welfare  field.  All  he'll  be  able  to 
do  is  make  some  political 
appointments  in  several  govern¬ 
ment-owned  companies  and  help 
some  supporters  who  are  real 
estate  entrepreneurs  through  the 
Israel  Land  Administration.  For 
that  be  sold  his  soul? 

Levy  got  some  short-term  bene¬ 
fits  but  lost  forever  any  ch^n^  to 
make  a  difference  in  Israeli  soci¬ 
ety  and  foe  political  arena.  He  can 
never  again  threaten  resignation, 
or  form  a  new  party  or  join  anotti* 
er  political  group.  1  m 

Netanyahu  and  his  political 
operators  know  that  Therefore, 
there  is  little  chance  that  the  long¬ 
term  promises  to  Levy  and 
Gesher  will  be  kept.  At  the  end  of 

term  they  might  find  them¬ 
selves  w  foe  wilderness.  The 
opportunity  to  make  a  difference 
has  been  lost.

Van  Gogh  in 
Wonderland 


AT  THE  AUCTIONS 


Last  week  I  wrote  that  a  late 
self-portrait  by  Vincent  Van 
Gogh.  probably  his  last, 
painted  as  a  70th  birthday  present 
to  his  mother,  was  expected  to  set  a 
record  at  Christie’s  New  York.  It 
did  -  and  how!  The  bidding  start¬ 
ed  at  514  million  and  at  $38m. 
there  were  only  three  bidders  left 
sften  two  anonymous  absentee  bid¬ 
ders  battled  the  price  up  and  up. 
After  die  $6m.  buyer’s  premium 
was  added  by  an  ecstatic  Christie's 
staff,*  -forked.'  •  out 

$7f;5m.fcr&iS!  1889  toil*  the  -high^ 
‘price  ever  paidW  rVaffU© 
self-portrait’ and  the’second  highest 
price  for  this  artist  Only1  Van 
Gogh’s  painting  of  Dr.  Gachei  and 
Renoir’s  Au  Moulin  de  la  G&lette 
have  topped  this  mark,  and  that  was 
back  in  1990  when  die  art  market 
was  at  its  peak. 

Van  Gogh  shaved  his  beard  for 
this  “sitting,”  doubtless  hoping  to 
leave  his  mother  with  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  ail  was  well  with  him.  Not 
long  afterwards,  depressed  at  a 
return  of  his  seizures,  he  killed  him- 

^rhe  oil  has  passed  through  many 
hands  but  was  sold  now  by  the 
Koefer  family  of  Zurich,  who  have 
bad  it  since  1961.  It  is  only  one  of 
two  self-portraits  by  die  artist  still  in 
private  hands.  It’s  also  a  wonderful 
painting,  moving  and  expressively 
handled  with  a  sure  touch  and  a 
richly  harmonious  palette.  AH  the 
above  were  sufficient  reasons  to 
make  it  the  third  most  expensive 
painting  in  auction  history. 

DESPITE  ALL  the  recent  financial 
jitters,  top  art  is  stiH  selling'  very 
r^'weH.  This  said,  poor  works,  even  by 
■v  the  likes  of  Picasso,  are  not  selling. 
After  a  shaky  but  satisfactory  open¬ 
ing  by  Sotheby's  in  New  York 
(described  in  our  previous  column), 
a  nervous  Christie’s  opened  its  New 
York  season  by  selling  many  lots 
below  their  estimates.  But  the 
atmosphere  changed  dramatically 
on  the  Thursday  when  the  group  of 
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Rene  Magritte  oils  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  late  Harry  Torczyner 
broke  three  auction  records  for  the 
surrealist  painter  in  15  minutes;  one 
oil  soared  above  $7m.  Another  went 
to  a  Californian  museum  for  over 
$5m.  Every  painting  in  the 
Torczyner  collection  sold,  for  a  total 
of  better  than  530m.  Another  col¬ 
lection  of  paintings  and  sculpture 
from  a  European  collection  was 
also  a  sellout  at  a  stunning  $97.6  m. 
Sales  in  which  all  the  lots  go  are 
rare. 

Christie's  New  York  thus  had  a 
marvelous  week  with  a  score  of 
$276.6m.  Of  this  nearly  $12m. 
came  from  contemporary  sales, 
$67m.  from  Impressionist  and  19th- 
eottury  works  ;•  and  some  S  197.4m. 
fiPbar-ZOth-centuiy  modems.-  • .  - 

A  UNIQUE  copy  of  the  very  first 
edition  of  Alice's  Adventures  in 
Wonderland,  recalled  because  of 
the  illustrator's  objections  to  the 
quality  of  the  printing  and,  in  this 
case,  annotated  in  author  Charles 
Dodgson’s  own  hand,  is  to  be  sold 
by  Christie’s  New  York  on 
December 9.  Included  in  this  partic¬ 
ular  lot  are  10  of  Sir  John  IfennreTs 
original  pencil  drawings  for  Alice 
($l-5m.-$2m.).  Also  in  this  single- 
owner  sale  of  first  editions  and  pre¬ 
sentation  works  is  Dodgson’s 
famous  albumen  print  of  Alice 
Liddell,  the  original  Alice,  dressed 
as  a  sultry  beggar  girl  and  wearing 
an  expression  knowing  beyond  ber 
years,  a  glance  that  has  bemused 
generations  of  scholars  ($30,000- 
540,000). 

As  soon  as  the  1865  edition  was 
printed,  Tenniel  demanded  a  recall 
and  the  entire  edition  was  reprinted, 
at  Dodgson's  expense,  in  1866. 
Only  22  copies  of  the  1865  edition 
are  known  to  have  survived  and  of 
these  only  five  are  in  private  hands. 
Dodgson  used  this  volume  as  his 
working  copy  for  a  simplified  nurs¬ 
ery  edition  published  in  1889  (about 
the  time  the  unhappy  Van  Gogh  was 
painting  his  last  portrait),  indicating 
which  illustrations  and  sections  he 
wanted;  his  annotations  are  in  his 
favorite  purple  ink. 

The  wonderful  Tenniel  pencil 
drawings  are  the  largest  group  in 
private  hands  and  include  the  Blue

Caterpillar,  the  Cheshire  Cat,  the 
Mad  Hatter  (once  played  by 
Hollywood  actor  Edward  Everett 
Horton,  a  dead-ringer)  and  the 
Dormouse  being  suppressed  in  the 
teapot.  Most  of  the  engravings  are 
exact  copies  of  the  Tenniel  draw¬ 
ings  but  it  seems  clear  that  Alice's 
particular  look  was  given  her  by  the 
engraver,  who  was  the  equivalent  of 
today’s  comic-strip  “inker,”  the 
artist  who  inks  in  the  rough  pencil 
drawings  and  texts  of  the  strip's  cre¬ 
ator  Woonesbitry  and  Calvin  are 
finished, -  by^;briliiant  inkers  who 
transcend  the  traditional  eiigraver’s 
role  and  lend  the  protagonists  their 
character,  in  one  instance,  the  inker 
of  Blondie  took  over  the  strip 
together  with  a  writer  when  the 
original  creator  of  the  Bumsteads 
died). 

The  Lewis  Carroll  and  Alice 
items,  all  from  the  collection  of 
Justin  G.  Schiller,  are  part  of  a  huge 
Christie's  sale  of  printed  books  and 
manuscripts.  A  notable  watercolor 
in  this  sale  is  a  “Wild  Thing” 
Christmas  made  by  famed  Jewish 
illustrator  Maurice  Sendak  for  the 
cover  of  Rolling  Stone .  1976.  It  has 
an  astonishingly  high  estimate: 
5250,000-5350.000.  Other  Sendak 
items  range  between  $2,000- 
$55,000. 

SOTHEBY’S  GENEVA  enjoyed  an 
excellent  sale  of  fabulous  jewelry 
last  week,  when  the  Bird  of 
Paradise  Collection,  named  for  a 
famous  brooch  by  Van  Cleef  & 
Arpels,  sold  for  $9.5  m.  The  brooch 
itself  went  well  above  its  estimate 
to  sell  for  5354,800.  Nearly  all  the 
73  Jots  were  sold. 

Two  days  later,  Sotheby’s  Geneva 
sold  395  of  636  lots  of  rare  jewelry 
for  a  whopping  522.2m.  Top  of  the 
evening  was  a  fancy  purple-pink 
diamond.  4.89  carats,  that  sold  for 
51.9m. 

THE  NOVEMBER  21  sale  of  240 
lots  by  Ben  Ami  of  Tel  Aviv  real¬ 
ized  nearly  $lm_,  with  top  prices

When  it  comes  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Jews  and  Arabs 
working  together  in  the 
Middle  East,  it  certainly  would 
seem  that  the  environmentalists 
are  doing  better  than  the  politi¬ 
cians.

Wildlife,  water  and  air  pol¬ 
lutants  know  no  boundaries,  and 
while  national  boundaries  may  be 
clear-cut  and  inviolate,  natural 
boundaries  are  almost  nonexis¬ 
tent 

As  a  result,  while  Israel  and  the 
Arabs  will  always  have  differ-

ences  of  opinion  politically, 
agreements  can  be  reached  on 
strictly  environmental  issues. 

The  Arava  Institute  for 
Environmental  Studies  (AJES)  at 
Kibbutz  Kerura  offers  students 
studying  for  a  B.Sc.  in  environ¬ 
mental  studies  at  the  Tel  Aviv 
University  a  semester  program  on 
the  specific  and  shared  environ¬ 
mental  problems  in  the  Middle 
East.  Presently  a  class  of  more 
than  30  -  including  Israelis, 
Americans,  Egyptians,  Jordanians, 
Palestinians,  South  Africans  and 
Canadians  -  is  participating  in  the 
course. 

One  of  the  partners  of  AIES  is 
the  Israel  Union  For 
Environmental  Defense  (IUED), 
an  organization  which  has  been 
singularly  successful  in  getting 
Jordanians,  Egyptians  and  Israelis 
together  to  (haft  protective  laws 
concerning  the  gulf  shared  by 
Akaba  and  Eilai.  Although  Saudi 
Arabia,  which  also  borders  on  the 
gulf,  is  not  a  participant,  it  has  not 
voiced  any  objections  to  the  pro¬ 
tective  measures  instituted- 

In  Jerusalem,  Ecopeace  pro¬ 
vides  a  forum  for  Egyptians, 
Palestinians,  Jordanians  and 
Israelis  to  work  together  to  pro¬ 
mote  environmental  education 


and  ecological  protection. 

Another  organization,  some¬ 
what  smaller  but  no  less  devoted 
and  effective,  is  the  Pal estini  an¬ 
te  raeli  Environmental  Secretarial 
(PIES;  that  was  established  in  the 
wake  of  the  Oslo  Accord.  This 
group  is  especially  active  in 
enlisting  Israelis  and'  Palestinians 
to  address  issues  of  mutual  con¬ 
cern;  wildlife  protection,  sewage 
disposal,  and  the  protection  of 
water  and  air.

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Masada  yields 
seismological  info

Buildings  constructed  on  a 
hilltop  -  even  if  the  hill¬ 
top  is  flat  -  are  in  signifi¬ 
cantly  greater  clanger  of  collaps¬ 
ing  during  an  earthquake  than 
those  standing  on  lower  ground. 
•  This  is  the  conclusion  of 
research  conducted  by 
Geophysical  Institute  seismolo¬ 
gists  at  Masada. 

The  institute  recently  conclud¬ 
ed  a  study  of  the  earthquake  risk 
to  Masada,  the  ancient  Dead 
Sea-area  fortress  where  a  band 
of  Jewish  zealots  made  a  last 
stand  against  the  Romans  more 
than  1,900  years  ago. 

Commissioned  by  the 
National  Parks  and  Nature 
Reserves  Authority,  which 
maintains  the  site.  the 
researchers  installed  seismome¬ 
ters  atop  Masada  and  along  the 
Snake  Path  that  leads  to  it  to 
determine  how  resilient  the 
fortress  is  to  earth  tremors. 
Previous  research  in  quake- 
prone  California  found  a  direct 
connection  between  tremors  and 
topography. 

Masada  is  one  of  the  few  sites 
in  Israel  to  undergo  assessment 
of  the  effect  of  topography  on 
risks  for  damage  from  earth¬ 
quakes.  The  seismologists  say 
their  work  proves  that  construc¬ 
tions  on  the  top  of  cliffs  and 
hills  are  liable  to  be  more  vul¬ 
nerable  than  structures  on  flat’ 
land. 

THERE’S  A  ROBOT 
ON  THE  LAWN! 
Another  boon  for  couch  pota¬ 
toes:  Instead  of  getting  out  and 
expending  calories  on  cutting 
your  own  grass,  get  a  robot  to  do 
it.  A  company  in  Even  Yehuda 
called  Friendly  Machines  has 
produced  the  RoboMbw,  ' which 
was  unveiled  at  the  recent  Indus-  • 
try  pavilion  at  the  Jubilee 
Exhibition  in  Tel  Aviv. 

Ehud  Peles,  a  former  IAF 
man  who  is  president  of  the 
company,  was  unhappy  years 
ago  when  his  wife  asked  him  to 
cut  the  grass  behind  his  home. 
It's  such  a  Sisyphean  task,  he 
argued. 

“It'll  only  grow  back”  he  said. 
“So  do  something,”  she 
replied. 

The  rest  is  history.  He  collect¬ 
ed  engineers  and  other  experts 
he  knew  from  the  IAF  and  set  up 
the  company  in  1995. 

With  its  guidance  systems,  the 
low-profile,  wheeled  device 
avoids  trees,  benches  and  irriga¬ 
tion  equipment  and  mows  the 
lawn,  leveling  out  the  edges 
before  it  finishes.  The  battery  is 
enough  to  cut  500  square  meters 
at  one  go;  100  sq.m,  takes  about 
half  on  hour. 

A  remote-control  device  can 
be  used  to  move  it  from  the 
garage  or  storeroom  to  the  grass. 
Before  it’s  used  the  first  rime,  a 
technician  from  the  company 
must  install  an  underground 
wire  around  the  circumference 
of  the  lawn  so  the  device  doesn’t 
roam  onto  the  neighbor's  grass 


or  the  sidewalk. 

Built  with  sensitive  black 
bumpers  on  all  sides,  it  identi¬ 
fies  objects  in  its  way  and 
"remembers”  them  so  it  can 
avoid  them  in  the  future. 

The  company  is  working  on 
two  new  products:  a  robot  that 
carries  one’s  golf  baa,  and  a  vac¬ 
uum  cleaner  that  cleans  carpets 
without  human  help. 

SCINTILLATING 
SYNCHROTRON 
A  new  agreement  signed 
recently  will  be  a  boon  to  Israeli 
researchers:  They  will  have 
access  to  the  synchrotron  accel¬ 
erator  in  Grenoble,  France. 

The  510  million  agreement, 
which  will  be  in  effect  for  10 
years,  was  signed  by  Prof. 
Ya'acov  Ziv,  president  of  the 
Israel  Academy  of  Sciences,  and 
Georg  von  Kleizing,  chairman 
of  the  European  facility. 

The  synchrotron  in  Grenoble 
belongs  to  European  countries 
and  is  considered  one  of  the 
biggest  particle  accelerators  in 
the  world.  It’s  used  for  basic 
research,  but  Ziv  said  that  in  the  | 
long  term,  it  will  have  major 
implications  for  Israeli  industry. 

Since  it  allows  scientists  to 
conduct  molecular  research  on 
materials,  it  will  be  vital  to  the 
microelectronics,  pharmaceuti¬ 
cals  and  other  industries.  IBM 
recently  began  to  use  synchro¬ 
tron  radiation  for  computer-chip 
research. 

Ziv  said  at  the  signing  ceremo¬ 
ny  that  the  agreement  was  made 
possible  by  the  formation  of  the 
Telem  Forum  (for  national  infra¬ 
structure  and  R&D)  that  the 
academy  initiated  a  year  ago. 

One  of  the  forum’s  aims  was 
to  deal  with  the  establishment  of 
national  infrastructures  for 
interdisciplinary  research.  By 
coordinating  each  project,  the 
forum  prevents  the  waste  of 
research  resources  and  follows 
national  science  priorities.  Ziv 
said. 

HOLD  YOUR  BREATH 
Garlic  included  in  the  diet  of 
chickens  can  be  an  effective 
poultiy-house  deodorant  and 
even  lower  the  cholesterol  level 
in  eggs,  according  to  scientists 
at  Clemson  University  in  South 
Carolina. 

“About  39p  of  their  diet  is  gar¬ 
lic  powder  to  mask  the  odor  of 
their  excrement,”  said  Glenn 
Birrenkott,  a  veterinary  science 
professor.  “It  makes  the  poultry- 
house  smell  like  a  pizzeria 
instead  of  manure.” 

The  chickens,  which  don't 
have  much  of  a  sense  of  smell, 
don't  seem  to  be  complaining 
about  their  neighbors’  bad 
breath. 

As  urban  populations  expand 
into  rural  areas,  the  potential 
increases  for  conflict  between 
neighborhood  sensibilities  and 
farm  necessities.  As  a  result, 
farmers  must  find  creative  solu¬ 
tions  to  produce  the  meat  and 
eggs  suburbanites  want  in  their 
grocery  stores  bur  not  in  their 
backyards, 

Birrenkott  found  that  it  took 
about  three  weeks  for  the  garlic 
to  reduce  the  poulcry-house  odor 
compared  to  the  odor  from  a 
control  group  of  laying  hens.

Lev,  who  for  the  past  few  seasons 
has  presented  rare  musical  grans  in 
his  own  concert-lecture  series, 
decided  to  create  a  •  retrospective 
involving  non-musical  perspectives. 

The  result  is  Last  Dance  and 
Farewell  a  collaboration  between 
Lev  and  the  Israel  Camerata 
Jerusalem.  ‘ 

“Musicians  and  artists  aU  over  the 
world  are  dealing  with  all  kind  of 
tin-de-sidek  retrospectives  nowa¬ 
days.  But  (hens  is  no  other  such  ret¬ 
rospective  here  in  Israel  This  retro¬ 
spective  will  last  two  seasons.  In 
this  season  we  deal  with  the  first 
half  of  die  20th  century;  next  season 
will  be  devoted  to  the  second  half  of 
our  century.” 

Lev,  who  has  always  been  fasci¬ 
nated  by  die  interdisciplinary  facet 
of  classical  music,  derided  that  the 
best  way  to  present  the  century  is 
“not  just  from  its  musical  sides,  but 
even  more  so  through  the  looking 
glass  rtf  major  trends  that  happened 
through  tire  last  100  years. 

“I  will  try  to  understand  what 
actually  brought  about  the  creation 
of  such  music,  what  were  the 
grounds  on  which  such  beautiful 
and  controversial  musical  works 
have  been  generated.” 

Lev  isolated  major  20th-century 
social  political  and  economic 
trends  which  became  the  focus  of 
each  of  tire  four  concerts  of  tire 
series  tins  season:  New  Beginnings 
(tire  disenchantment  with  mod¬ 
ernism),  Le  Sauvage  Galant  (folk¬ 
lore  and  primitivism),  New 
Temptations  (pop  art)  and  Guns  and 
Muses  (war  and  protest). 

“I  wanted  to  reach  20th-century 
music  through  non-musical  trends 
and  to  find  out  what  this  music  is  all 
about,  what  this  century  is  all  about 
and  what  we  all  can  team  about  our¬ 
selves.” 

Each  of  the  four  concerts  in  die 
new  series  will  open  with  a  lecture. 
Lev  will  present  the  introductory 
lecture  for  tire  entire  series;  subse¬ 
quent  lecturers  mil  be  philosophy 
professor  Menahem  Brinker.  art 
history  professor  MordechaiOmer, 
history  professor  Moshe  Zukennan 
and  musician  Dr.  Moshe  Zorman. 


The  first  concert  in  this  new  and 
engaging  series  “Will  by  to  explore 
and  comprehend  the  trend  which 
was  predominant  in  tire  first  years 
off  the  century,  in  which  artists  were 
stomping  forward  towards  an 
unclear  goal  and  in  the  process  shat¬ 
tering  all  that  was  in  front  of  them 
or  in  their  way.

“People  want  to  hear  more  than 
just  music  in  the  concert  ball”  has 
been  his  motto  for  several  years 
now.  Whether  bis  new  approach  to 
presenting  music  will  replace  or 
augment  the  more  traditional  sym¬ 
phonic  conceit,  only  time  will  tell 
For  tire  time  being,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  Lev  has  a  wide  range  of  fol¬ 
lowers  throughout  tire  country  who 
are  willing  to  attend  whatever  pro¬ 
gram  he  presents.

Kevin  Mahogany  proves  himself 
to  be  an  exception  on  this  collec¬ 
tion  of  love  songs  and  standards. 
Has  high  baritone-tenor  with  occa¬ 
sional  falsetto  forays  might  be  tire 
type  of  voice  more  usually  ,  associ¬ 
ated  with  '70s  disco  pop,.but  it’s 
ideally  suited  to  jazz. 

Whereas  Dinah  Washington's 
“Teach  Me  Tonight”  veers  toward 
hysterical  high  notes.  Mahogany’s 
slow  delivery  and  laconic  mien 
bring  out  the  song’s  emotiveness. 
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He  sings  James  Taylor’s  “Don’t 
Let  Me  Be  Lonely™”  with  a  long, 
dramatic  pause  before  a 
‘Tomiiight”  of  about  seven  sylla¬ 
bles.  Ibis  is  music  at  its  most 
romantic. 

IBs  chocolate-melting  voice  is  all 
the  more  sexy  for  being  effortless 
and  understated.  And  tbe  four- 
piece  band  (with  Michael  Brecker 
and  Kirk  Whalnm  alternating  on 
tenor  sax)  is  excellent  Although 
rare  might  question  tire  inclusion  of 
some  tracks  -  Van  Morrison’s 
“Wild  Honey”  and  Lyle  Lovett’s  “I 
Know  You  Know”  -  their  short¬ 
comings  are  compensated  by  the 
final  cot 

“Lush  Life”  is,  from  the  first  note 
sung,  one  of  the  most  demanding 
of  tests  for  a  singer.  Mahogany’s 
rendition  of  tins  Billy  Straybom 
classic  is  in  itself  reason  enough  to 
give  My  Romance  a  whirL 

JESUS  is  a  not  insignificant  figure 
in  pop  lyrics.  He  was  just  all  right 
by  the  Byrds,  be  was  on  Ry 
Cooder’s  mainline  and  then  there 
was  the  Jesus  &  Mary  Chain. 

In  Kirk  Whalum’s  case,  there  is 
none  of  the  Byrds’  blissfiil  indiffer¬ 
ence,  Cooder’s  delightful  irony  or 
the  Jesus  &  Mary  Chain’s  irrever¬ 
ence.  Whafum  is  a  straight-ahead 
Bible-thumping  son  of  a  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  Baptist  pastor. 

So  a  track  Hke  “What  Tbe  Lord 
Means  To  Me"  invokes  neither  the 
sweetness  nor  die  spirituality  of 
George  Harrison’s  “My  Sweet 
Lord,”  but  rather  the  somewhat 
more  narrow  tradition  of  Southern 
US  churches. 

“Lord  I  Want  Tb  Be  A  Christian” 
is  even  more  explicitly  dogmatic. 
And,  in  case  you  don’t  get  the  mes¬ 
sage,  Whalnm  gives  praise  in  vari¬ 
ous  forms  between  songs. 

The  actual  music  is  sometimes 
outstanding.  Wbahnn  produces  a 
gorgeous  sound  whether  on  tenor, 
alto  or  soprano  sax;  guitarist  Paul 
Jackson  Jc’s  riffs  make  him  sound 
like  one  of  the  better  West  Coast 
session  players;  and  George  Duke 
shows  that,  for  all  his  blandness  as 
a  producer,  be  remains  a  top  key¬ 
boardist. 

At  various  points,  each  of  them 
redeems  ghastly  backbeats  -  remi¬ 
niscent  of  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber's 
worst  confections  -  with  crisp, 
clinical  solos. 

For  all  the  ra-ra  evangelism,  this 
is  no  gospel  singalong.  The  13- 
minute  “Wade  in  the  Water”  reach¬ 
es  heights  that  would  rock  a  stadi¬ 
um.  And  a  couple  of  the  quieter 
numbers  are  genuinely  meditative 
and  sensitive.

tbe  comer  of  Jerusalem’s  King 
George  Street  and  Jaffa  Road  at 
noon  to  bear  the  clock  on  tire  near¬ 
by  Bell  Tower  ringing  out  Shemer’s 
“Jerusalem  of  Gold.” 

However,  just  as  we  stop  noticing 
the  landscape  in  our  day-to-day 
lives,  it  becomes  easy  to  overlook 
the  fret  that  Sbemer  is  still  out  there 
and  still  working.  This  is  com¬ 
pounded  by  tire  fact  that  she  tends 
to  keep  a  low  profile,  while  Israeli 
musical  culture  has  moved  forward 
from  the  days  of  the  military 
singingtroupes  which  provided  the 
major  outlet  for  her  work. 

Subtitled,  “Songs  of  Naomi 
Sbemer,”  singer  Doric  Farkash ’s 


Hatti  Me’a  Avra  (“Half  a  Century 
has  Passed")  presents  a  program's 
worth  of  songs  by  the  national 
composer.  The  album  is  divided 
roughly  in  half,  alternating  between 
material  from  the  1960s  and  more 
recent  examples  of  Shemer’s  work 
from  the  ’90s.  much  of  it  written 
for  television.  As  such,  it  serves  as 
both  a  collection  of  well-known 
songs  and  an  indication  of  what 
Shemer  has  done  in  recent  years. 

It  also  provides  a  pleasant  listen¬ 
ing  experience.  Farkash  has  a  dear, 
sweet  singing  voice  which  is  well- 
suited  to  the  material.  The  arrange- 
meats,  courtesy  of  the  album's 
artistic  director  Dudu  Alharar  and 
musical  director  Tamir  Harpaz. 
lean  towards  the  jazzy,  with  occa¬ 
sional  forays  into  tbe  folksy,  flute- 
based  sound  popular  in  Shemer’s 
heyday. 

In  a  handwritten  note  at  the  front 
of  the  CD  booklet,  Shemer  writes 
that  with  this  album  Farkash 
"returns  this  lost  sound,  which  so 
many  of  us  miss.” 

This  statement  can  almost  be  read 
as  a  leitmotif  for  the  disc.  An 
undercurrent  of,  if  not  sadness,  then 
mild  remorse  and  longing,  runs 
through  the  more  recent  songs  col¬ 
lected  here. 

Tbe  album  opens  up  with 
“Jubilee,"  a  song  which  Shemer 
wrote  and  performed  during  tbe 
recent  Independence  Day  festivi¬ 
ties.  The  song  will  probably  come 
as  a  surprise  to  many,  seeing  how  h 
comes  from  the  woman  who  cap¬ 
tured  the  country’s  most  triumphal 
moment  3 1  years  ago. 

Contrasted  with  the  anthem-like 
“Jerusalem  of  Gold,”  “Jubilee"  is 
an  oddly  reserved  statement  about 
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the  country’s  5Qih  birthday.  A 
quiet  downbeat  number,  the  song 
speaks  about  the  ups  and  downs  of 
ILfe  in  general,  with  a  strong  hint 
about  the  ups  and  clowns  of  life  in 
Israel  specifically.  In  the  end, 
"Jubilee”  comes  to  the  conclusion 
that  what  will  be  will  be.  Not  w) 
one  would  call  a  triumphant  cr 

The  downbeat  theme  can 
found  in  many  of  these  recent 
songs.  Farkash  sings  about  separa¬ 
tions,  farewells,  sunsets;  and  of  the 
need  to  light  a.  candle  in  die  dark¬ 
ness. 

Songs  such  as  “Eucalyptus 
Grove”  are  an  integral  part  of 
Shemer’s  oeuvre,  but  Farkash  also 
sings  some  of  Shemer’s  most  per¬ 
sonal  works  such  as  "Portrait  of  My 
Mother,’’  and  “Sleep,  Noga,”  the 
latter  written  for  the  composer's 
granddaughter. 

Farkash  also  performs  a  new 
song.  “Cafe  TifereC  which  Shemer  i 
wrote  “as  a  gift"  especially  for  this  J1 
album.  The  song  is  a  light,  samba- 
based  number  which  manages  to  be 
enjoyable  despite  the  fan  that  it 
fairly  forgettable. 

The  aforementioned  booklet  is 
noteworthy  for  Shemer’s  brief 
explanations  of  the  genesis  of  her 
songs.  The  booklet  also  contains  a 
number  of  cartoons  by  veteran 
Ha'aretz  illustrator  Ze'ev.  For 
Israeli  culture  mavens,  it  doesn't 
get  much  more  blue-and-white  than 
this. :

Work  on  ‘lowly’  nitric  oxide  led  to  the  developing 
A  of  vja9ra  -  but  NO  may  also  help  fight  cancer, 
Alzheimer’s  and  heart  disease.  Prof.  Ferid  Murad, 
co-winner  of  this  year’s  Nobel  Prize  for 
physiology/medicine,  came  to  Jerusalem  recently

only  did  their  discoveries 
^bd  to  the  use  of  Viagra  for  treating 
impotence,  they  have  now  found 
that  NO  —  which  in  minute  quanti¬ 
ties  acts  as  the  body’s  most  impor¬ 
tant  signaling  molecule  -  is  pro¬ 
foundly  involved  in  blood  pressure, 
heart  function,  infections,  shock, 
lung  problems,  nervous-system 
activity  and  the  defense  of  the  body 
against  tumors,  as  well  as  having 
the  potential  to  treat  disease. 

Prof.  Ferid  Murad,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  integrative  biolo¬ 
gy  and  pharmacology  at  the 
University  of  Texas  (Houston; 
Medical  School,  will  receive  the 
prize  from  the  king  and  queen  of 
Sweden  in  Stockholm  early  next 
month,  along  with  Robert  Furchgott 
of  die  State  University  of  New  York 
aLLouis  Ignarro  of  the  University 
oKfalifbmia  at  Los  Angeles. 

All  three,  working  independently 
in  Texas,  California  and  New  York, 
have  spent  decades  conducting 
basic  research  on  NO. 

Murad,  who  was  in  Jerusalem 
recently  to  lecture  at  the  10th 
International  Conference  on 
Second  Messengers  and 
Phosphoproteins,  organized  by 
Prof.  Yoram  Salomon  of  the 
Weizmann  Institute  of  Science,  was 
extremely  well  received  by  Israeli 
experts  in  the  field. 

Born  in  the  US,  son  of  an 
Albanian  Moslem  immigrant  father 
and  an  American  Baptist  mother, 
Murad  became  an  Episcopalian  and 
married  Carol,  a  Presbyterian 
teacher  who  is  the  mother  of  their 
$$ve  grown  children.  In  an  exclusive 
interview  with  The  Jerusalem  Post, 
he  said  he  knew  what  it  was  like  to 
be  poor. 

“My  parents  had  a  tiny  restaurant 
in  our,,  hometown  of  Whiting, 


Indiana,  and  1  used  to  wash  dishes 
and  wait  on  tables  to  cover  the  cost 
of  my  medical  studies. 

“I  didn't  write  down  what  people 
ate:  1  memorized  the  details  as  a 
kind  of  game,  and  I  think  that 
helped  me  later  in  my  scientific 
work.” 

AFTER  completing  his  MD  degree, 
Murad  moonlighted  delivering 
babies  during  the  wee  hours  of  the 
night  to  pay  for  his  graduate  educa¬ 
tion.  He  has  worked  previously  at 
the  University  of  Virginia, 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 
Stanford  University  and 
Northwestern  University,  and  even 
served  as  chief  executive  officer  of  a 
biopharmaceutical  company  and 
vice  president  of  Abbott 
Laboratories. 

A  wealthy  man  (thanks,  in  pan,  to 
a  keen  eye  for  biotech  securities  on 
the  US  stock  market),  Murad  has 
decided  to  give  away  most  of  his 
share  of  the  5978,000  Nobel  Prize 
cash  award. 

T  have  more  money  than  I'll  ever 
be  able  to  use.”  he  said.  “I  want  to 
establish  a  foundation  to  provide  a 
university  education  for  my  five 
grandchildren,  and  then  set  up 
another  foundation  to  help  disad¬ 
vantaged  children,  including 
Palestinians.  And  I  will  also  cry  to 
find  places  for  Palestinian  doctors 
to  train.'’ 

When  Dr.  Fathi  Arafat,  president 
of  the  Palestinian  Red  Crescent, 
learned  that  Murad  had  come  to 
Jerusalem  to  lecture  he  informed 
his  brother,  Palestinian  Authority 
chairman  Yasser  Arafat,  who  invited 
Murad  to  Gaza  for  a  30-minute 
weekend  meeting. 

MURAD,  whose  university  is  the 
largest  medical  research  institution 
in  the  world,  noted  that  NO  has  the 
ability  to  dilate  blood  vessels  and 
relax  smooth  muscle  tissue;  this  led 
to  its  application  in  the  anti-impo¬ 
tence  pilL  But  be  also  predicted  that 
NO  will,  be  relevant  in  the  fight 


against  cancer,  Alzheimer's  disease, 
heart  disease  and  many  other  condi¬ 
tions. 

Although  researchers  have  long 
known  various  details  about  NO,  in 
1977  Murad  discovered  that  nitro¬ 
glycerin  pills  -  used  by  heart 
patients  for  a  century1  -  work 
because  they  release  NO.  The  col¬ 
orless,  odorless  gas  signals  blood 
vessels  to  relax,  which  lowers  blood 
pressure  and  relieves  the  pain  of 
angina  pectoris. 

Ironically,  Alfred  Nobel,  the 
inventor  of  dynamite  (a  product  in 
which  the  explosion-prone  nitro¬ 
glycerin  is  curbed  by  being 
absorbed  in  a  porous  soil)  became 
ill  with  heart  disease,  and  his  doctor 
prescribed  nitroglycerin.  Nobel 
refused  to  take  it.  knowing  that  it 
caused  headache  and  dismissing  the 
possibility  that  it  could  eliminate 
chest  pain. 

“For  years,  colleagues  said  1  was 
crazy  to  invest  so  much  time  and 
effort  in  NO,"  Murad  recalled.  "But 
I  was  certain  from  the  beginning." 

The  success  of  his  research  is  par¬ 
ticularly  surprising  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  NO  is  totally  different  from 
any  other  known  signal  molecule, 
and  so  unstable  that  it  gets  convert¬ 
ed  to  nitrate  and  nitrite  within  10 
seconds. 

This  simple  molecule  was  known 
to  be  produced  in  bacteria,  but  was 
not  expected  to  be  important  in 
higher  animals  such  as  mammals. 

MURAD  was  fascinated  by  the 
concept  that  a  gas  could  regulate 
important  cellular  functions. 

A  signal  transmission  by  a  gas 
produced  by  one  cell  penetrates 
membranes  and  regulates  the  func¬ 
tion  of  another  cell.  This  represents 
an  entirely  new  principle  for  signal¬ 
ing  in  biological  systems. 

Murad’s  work,  and  that  of 
Furchgott  and  Ignano  -  proving 
that  a  gas  can  act  as  a  signal  mole¬ 
cule  in  the  organism  -  has  touched 
off  an  avalanche  of  research  activi¬ 
ties  in  laboratories  worldwide. 
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Thanks  to  the  work  of  Murad  (inset)  and  his  colleagues,  nitric  oxide  gas  has  been  used  to  reduce  dangerously  high  blood  pressure

NO  has  been  found  to  protect  the 
heart  stimulate  the  brain  and  kill 
bacteria  When  NO  is  produced  by 
the  inside  layer  of  the  arteries,  the 
endothelium,  it  rapidly  spreads 
through  the  cell  membranes  to  the 
underlying  muscle  cells. 

Their  contraction  is  turned  off  by 
NO,  resulting  in  a  dilation  of  the 
arteries,  and  thereby  controlling 
blood  pressure  and  blood  distribu¬ 
tion.  NO  also  prevents  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  clots. 

Great  efforts  are  being  made  to 
develop  more  powerful  and  selec¬ 
tive  cardiac  drugs  based  on  this  new 
knowledge  of  NO  as  a  signal  mole¬ 
cule. 

NO  also  acts  as  a  signal  molecule 
in  the  nervous  system,  as  a  weapon 
against  infections,  as  a  regulator  of 


blood  pressure  and  as  a  gatekeeper 
of  blood  flow  to  different  organs. 
NO  is  present  in  most  living  crea¬ 
tures  and  made  by  many  types  of 
cells. 

When  NO  is  formed  in  nerve 
cells,  it  spreads  rapidly  in  all  direc¬ 
tions,  activating  all  cells  in  toe 
vicinity.  This  can  modulate  many 
functions,  from  behavior  to  gas¬ 
trointestinal  motility. 

When  NO  is  produced  in  white 
blood  cells,  huge  quantities  are  pro¬ 
duced  that  can  kill  off  invading  bac¬ 
teria  and  parasites.  Bacterial  infec¬ 
tions  can  lead  to  sepsis  and  circula¬ 
tory  shock;  in  this  situation.  NO 
plays  a  harmful  role.  White  blood 
cells  react  to  bacterial  products  by 
releasing  enormous  amounts  of  NO 
that  dilate  the  blood  vessels.  The 


blood  pressure  drops  and  the  patient 
may  become  unconscious. 

In  this  situation,  inhibitors  of  NO 
synthesis  may  be  useful  in  inten¬ 
sive-care  treatment. 

INTENSIVE-care  patients  can  be 
treated  by  inhalation  of  NO  gas;  it 
can  even  save  lives.  Thanks  to  the 
work  of  Murad  and  colleagues,  NO 
gas  has  been  used  to  reduce  danger¬ 
ously  high  blood  pressure  in  the 
lungs  of  infants  -  but  the  dosage  is 
critical  since  the  gas  can  be  toxic  at 
high  concentrations. 

White  blood  cells  use  NO  to 
defend  the  body  against  tumors; 
scientists  are  currently  testing 
whether  it  can  be  used  to  Stop  can¬ 
cerous  growths,  since  the  gas  can 
induce  programmed  cell  death. 


which  scientists  call  apoptosis. 

Inflammatory  diseases  such  as 
asthma  and  colitis  can  be  revealed 
by  analyzing  the  production  of  NO 
from  the  lungs  and  intestines.  NO  is 
also  a  key  element  in  man's  capaci¬ 
ty  to  recognize  different  scents.  It 
may  even  be  important  in  memory. 

Murad,  who  works  16  to  IS  hours 
a  day,  noted  that  since  the  Nobel 
prize  announcement,  he  has  been 
overwhelmed  by  queries  and  invita¬ 
tions  to  collaborate  in  important 
research  projects.

Prof.  Yosef  Elidan,  head  of  the 
ear-nose-and-throaz  department  of 
Hadassah-University  Hospital  in 
Jerusalem's  Ein  Kerem,  answers : 

Bending  down  doesn't  cause 
your  daughter's  sinusitis  attacks 
themselves,  but  it  does  cause  the 
pain  of  sinusitis.  This  is  quite  typi¬ 
cal  and  characteristic  of  the  condi¬ 
tion.  If  the  head  is  lower  than  the 
body,  the  mucus  and  pus  in  the 
sinuses  cause  pressure  and  pain.  I 
recommend  that  she  go  to  an  expert 
and  be  referred  for  a  computerized 
tomography  (CT)  scan  for  a  reliable 
diagnosis  and  effective  treatment. 

My  father  is  52  and  has  always 
been  healthy.  He  recently  suffered 
a  fractured  rib  after  doing  a  bit  of 
exercise,  and  he  went  for  a  check¬ 
up  with  an  endocrinologist,  who 
found  he  had  borderline  osteo¬ 
porosis  in  his  spine.  He  also  found 
that  his  testosterone  levels  were 
lower  than  normal  because  of  “too 
much**  spinal  fluid  that  effected 
his  pituitary  gland.  But  since  he 
did  not  suffer  any  symptoms,  he 
was  told  not  to  worry  and  received 
no  treatment  Can  medications 
given  to  women  for  osteoporosis  be 
given  to  men  too?  Are  there  exer¬ 
cises  a  man  his  age  can  do  to 
increase  bone  mass?  AJL,  Tel  Aviv. 

Dr.  Joseph  Foldes,  director  of 
Hadassah-  University  Hospital’s 
Jerusalem  Osteoporosis  Center, 
comments: 

Fractures  of  ribs  or  other  bones 
that  occur  without  substantial  trau¬ 
ma,  especially  in  elderly  people,  are 
most  commonly  the  result  of  thin 
bones.  However,  if  generalized 
osteoporosis  is  not  documented 
through  bone  densitometric  and/or 
radiographic  studies,  a  doctor 
should  search  for  a  local  pathology.

When,  as  in  your  father's  case, 
osteoporosis  is  documented  in 
young  or  middle-aged  men,  a 
search  for  toe  cause  of  toe  bone 
thinning  is  needed.  One  cause 
could  be  medication  your  father  is 
taking.  However,  in  some  cases,  no 
cause  for  “secondary  osteoporosis” 
is  found,  and  such  men  are  diag¬ 
nosed  as  suffering  from  "primary 
osteoporosis." 

Hypogonadism  (low  testosterone 
levels  in  the  blood)  is  among  the 
more  common  reasons  for  “sec¬ 


ondary  osteoporosis"  in  men.  A 
physiological  decline  in  testos¬ 
terone  levels  can  occur  in  middle- 
aged  and  elderly  men  (and  some 
use  the  term  andropause,  as  the 
equivalent  to  female  menopause). 

However,  low  testosterone  could 
be  the  result  of  other  conditions, 
among  them  certain  pathological 
processes  in  the  pituitary  gland. 
When  and  how  to  treat  low  testos¬ 
terone  and  its  underlying  cause 
remain  the  domain  of  toe  endocri¬ 
nologist

Have  you  e-mailed  your  doc¬ 
tor  today?  While  the  Internet 
may  change  the  doctor- 
patient  relationship  in  toe  future, 
researchers  say  their  studies  suggest 
it  is  still  not  sound  medical  practice 
to  accept  the  advice  of  strangers  in 
cyberspace  -  health  professionals 
or  not 

Drs.  Gunther  Eysenbach  and 
Tomas  Diepgen,  epidemiologists  at 
toe  University  Hospital  in  Erlangen, 
Germany,  sent  a  medical  query  to 
58  physicians  or  webmasters  who 
were  identified  with  specific  med¬ 
ical  sites  on  toe  Internee 
Half  of  those  queried  responded 
with  specific  advice,  the  researchers 
said,  opening  the  question  of 
whether  they  were  practicing  medi¬ 
cine  across  state  lines,  which  is  ille¬ 
gal  in  the  US.  Only  59  percent  gave 
toe  correct  diagnosis. 

There  are  no  standards  for  physi¬ 
cian  responses  to  unsolicited  mail 
on  the  Internet,  the  authors  repotted 
in  a  recent  special  issue  of  toe 
Journal  cf  the  American  Medical 
Association  devoted  to  toe  study  of 
cybermedicine. 

The  issue  was  broken  down  into 
three  categories:  computerized  sys¬ 
tems  in  clinical  care;  legal  and  ethi¬ 
cal  issues  concerned  with  doctoring 
online;  and  using  computerized 
resources  in  clinical  practice. 

The  American  Medical  Associ¬ 
ation  is  particularly  interested  in 
toe  subject  because  it  oversees 
one  of  toe  most  active  medical 
sites  on  the  Internet,  with  1.5  mil¬ 
lion  hits  a  week,  while  its  jour¬ 
nal’s  Web  site  gets  about  130,000 
hits  a  week. 

Additionally,  many  doctors  with¬ 
in  the  AMA  have  been  exploring 
the  growing  technology  as  a  way  to 
educate  consumers.

IN  another  study  in  the  journal.  Dr. 
Stephen  Borowitz  of  the  University 
of  Virginia  Health  Science  Center 
in  Charlottesville,  analyzed  his  first 
three  years  of  providing  e-mail  con¬ 
sultations  to  his  patients  and  others 
interested  in  pediatric  issues. 

Borowitz  suggested  the  response 
from  about  1300  e-mails  received 
through  his  site  indicated  that  those 
who  contact  him  in  cyberspace  are 
not  looking  to  him  to  act  as  a  doc¬ 
tor,  but  rather  as  an  educator. 

Because  of  either  time  issues  or 
simple  embarrassment,  he  said, 
many  of  the  people  using  his  Web 
site  are  seeking  more  complete 
explanations  of  their  problem  than 
those  afforded  by  their  personal 
physicians.  Most,  he  added,  do  not 


seek  a  specific  diagnosis. 

“It  is  an  incomplete  communica¬ 
tion."  Borowitz  said.  “There  is  no 
face-to-face  contact,  and  a  lot  of 
information  is  not  given  during  the 
interaction”  Borowitz  says  that 
since  he  began  answering  questions 
on  the  Web  almost  four  years  ago, 
be  averages  about  two  or  three  con¬ 
sultations  a  day.  He  has  received 
queries  from  39  stares  and  38  coun¬ 
tries,  he  said. 

Borowitz  said  his  analysis  found 
the  most  common  questions  are 
about  constipation  and  bed-wetting. 
“Parents  seemed  happy  to  receive  a 
response  that  was  helpful.  “I  never 
tell  parents  what  to  do,  and  most 
parents  seem  to  recognize  the  limi¬ 
tations  of  this  service."  (Newsday) 


‘Operation  Urgency’:  The  fight  to  preserve  fertility  in  young  cancer  patients

The  effects  of  chemotherapy 
and  radio  therapy  on  the 
reproductive  organs  can  be 


emotionally  devastating  to  people 
who  haven’t  finished  wito^  child¬ 
birth  and  those  who  haven’t  even 
started. 

Soon,  according  to  experts,  one 
out  of  every  1,000  Israelis  under 
the  of  20  will  have  already 
undergone  chemotherapy  for  can¬ 
cer,  and  fertility  experts  are  busy 
searching  for  a  solution  for  them. 

A  research  team  at  Sheba 
Hospital's  in-vitro  fertilization 
(TVF)  unit  and  Tel  Aviv 
University's  Sackler  School  of 
Medicine  report  in  Hanefiuth  on 
the  question  of  preserving  fertility 
in  young  people. 


For  men,  toe  matter  is  simple  in 
most  cases:  Healthy  sperm  can  be 
frozen  before  undergoing  cancer 
treatments  and  used  later  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  pregnancy.  But  in  women, 
toe  task  is  complicated,  and  there 
are  no  guarantees  of  success. 

Women  who  have  healthy  eggs 
in  their  ovaries  and  who  have  a 
partner  can  undergo  IVF  and  have 
the  resulting  embryos  (if  they're 
lucky  enough  to  have  been  pro¬ 
duced)  frozen  for  later  use. 

If  tire  woman  loses  her  uterus  to 
cancer,  a  surrogacy  arrangement 
can  be  reached  with  another 
woman  willing  ro  cany  and  bear 


the  baby  for  her. 

But  if  the  woman  has  no  partner 
with  whom  she  wants  a  baby,  a 
possible  alternative  is  removing 
unripe  eggs  and  freezing  them. 
Although  toe  technique,  note  the 
authors,  has  produced  healthy 
mouse  babies,  such  efforts  with 
humans  have  produced  genetic 
defects. 

A  more  complicated  method  is 
to  remove  ovarian  tissue  from  the 
cancer  patient  before  treatment 
begins  and  to  freeze  it 

The  technique  has  worked  on 
marmoset  monkeys  and  ewes  but 
has  not  yet  been  proven  effective 


or  safe  in  humans. 

However,  the  Sheba  experts 
advise  that,  despite  toe  lack  of 
proven  success  either  here  or 
abroad  in  using  frozen  ovarian  tis¬ 
sue  to  produce  healthy  babies 
later,  young  women  with  cancer 
should  be  offered  this  and  other 
options.  “There  is  a  good  chance 
that  in  the  future,  these  innovative 
approaches  can  be  applied  to  pre¬ 
serve  ovarian  function,”  they  con¬ 
cluded. 

FROM  HERE  TO  THERE 
A  national  council  for  medical 
systems’  logistics  has  been 


appointed  for  the  first  time  by 
Health  Minister  Yehoshua  Matza. 
The  chairman  of  toe  council  is 
Prof.  Yehoshua  Shemer,  associate 
director-general  of  the  ministry  for 
medical  technologies  and  infra¬ 
structures,  and  toe  other  members 
include  representatives  of  the 
health  fends,  public  hospitals  and 
toe  IDF  chief  medical  officer.

Members  will  be  asked  to  find 
ways  to  make  the  health  system 
more  efficient  on  toe  local  and 
national  level;  examine  new  mod¬ 
els  for  specific  problems  in  man¬ 
agement  resources;  encourage 
cooperation  among  institutions  on 
a  daily  basis;  create  academic 
frameworks  for  the  study  of  med¬ 
ical  logistics,  both  theoretical  and 
practical;  promote  awareness  of 
logistics  among  doctors,  nurses 
and  technicians;  and  develop  ways 
to  train  manpower  for  the  field.

The  Dow  Jones  industrial  aver¬ 
age  rose  18.80,  or  02  percent,  to 
close  at  9333.08.  The  stock  mar¬ 
ket  closed  early,  a  day  after  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday. 

In  the  broader  market,  advances 
led  declines  by  a  margin  of  1,469 
to  1,190  era  very  light  volume  of 
256.8  million  shares  on  the  New 
York  Stock  Exchange.  ' 

The  Nasdaq  composite  index 
was  op  31-23  points,  or  \S1  per¬ 
cent,  at  2,016.44. 

Dow  component  Exxon  Corp 
the  nation's  largest  oil  company, 
rose  1-3/4  to  74-3/8.  It  touched  a 
new  high  for  the  year  of  77-5/16 
after  disclosing  it  was  in  talks  to 
merge  with  the  second-largest 
US  oil  company,  Mobil  Corp. 
Mobil  shares  jumped  7-1/8  to  85- 
1/2. 

‘This  merger  is  so  big,  it  raises 
the  bar  in  terms  of  how  big  Wall 
Street  thinks  a  company  can  get,” 
said  Jeffrey  Davis,  chief  invest¬ 
ment  strategist  at  State  Street 
Global  Advisors. 

Chevron  Corp  rang  up  the 
Dow’s  strongest  gains  as  Wall 
Street  bet  the  o3  company  might 
be  the  next  to  be  acquired. 

Without  the  gains  in  these 
stocks,  the  Dow  would  have 
closed  lower. 

Analysts  at  Forrester  Research 
are  estimating  that  consumers  will 
spend  more  than  S33  billion  buy¬ 
ing  holiday  presents  on  the 
Internet  this  year.  That  would  be 
triple  the  $1.1  billion  of  sales  hit 
in  1997. 

Davis  said  his  firm  has  noticed 
that  most  of  the  buying  in  such 
companies  is  from  small  investors 
and  not  from  large,  institutional 
investors. 

By  looking  at  the  size  of  the 
trades  in  individual  stocks,  be  said 
any  institutional  interest  appears 
to  be  “purely  cosmetic.”

“The  DAX’s  range  should  be  at 
about  5,000  to  5,200,  but  turnover 
should  remain  very  thin  as  many 
books  have  already  been  closed 
for  the  year,  in  part  due  to  the 
transfer  to  the  euro,”  one  trader 
said. 

In  London,  UK  gilts  ended 
weaker  although  the  FTSE  100 
share  index  managed  to  claw  its 
way  to  a  0.28%  closing  gain  after 
languishing  for  most  of  the  day.

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Williams  sets  ncaa  rushing  mark  Flutie  gears  for  Foxboro  homecoming 


AUSTIN  (AP)  -  As  the  field 
opened  up  before  him,  Ricky 
Williams  smiled.  The  record  was 
his. 

The  Texas  star  became  the 
leading  rusher  in  Division  I-A 
history  Friday  in  the  Longhorns' 
26-24  victory  over  No.  6  Texas 
A&M. 

Williams’  dazzling  60-yard  run 
in  the  first  quarter  smashed  the  22- 
year-old  record  held  by  1976 
Heisman  Trophy  winner  Tony 
DorsetL 

“It  was  vintage  Ricky,”  Texas 
center  Russell  Gaskamp  said. 
“What  a  great  way  to  break  the 
record." 

Williams,  the  favorite  to  win  the 
Heisman  Trophy,  finished  with 
259  yards  on  44  carries,  giving 
him  a  career  total  of  6.279  yards. 

Dorsett  rushed  for  6,082  at 
Pittsburgh  from  1973-76. 

Williams’  run  at  the  record  over¬ 
shadowed  the  normal  rivalry  hype 
leading  up  to  the  game.  Even 
Texas  A&M  players  said  they 
hoped  Williams  would  break  the 
record  as  long  as  they  could  win 
the  game. 

He  broke  the  record  in  dramatic 
fashion. 

After  gaining  52  yards  on  13  car¬ 
ries,  be  took  a  handoff  from  Major 
Applewhite  on  first- and- 10  from 
the  Texas  40.  broke  a  tackle  by 
linebacker  Warrick  Holdman  and 
ran  down  the  left  sideline. 

He  got  help  near  the  goal  line 
when  receiver  Wane  McGarity 
blocked  Texas  A&M’s  Brandon 
Jennings  out  of  bounds.  Williams 
carried  defensive  back  Jason 
Webster  into  the  end  zone. 

The  touchdown  gave  Texas  a  10- 
0  lead  with  1:45  left  in  the  quarter. 

‘7  had  a  smile  after  I  broke  that 
one  tackle.  I  knew  I  had  broken 
the  record,"  Williams  said. 

It  was  the  longest  scoring  play 
against  Texas  A&M  this  season 
and  the  10th  scoring  run  of  50 
yards  or  more  in  Williams’  career. 

“He  was  lucky,  too,  because  he

Texas  A&M  crawled  back  into 
the  game  thanks  largely  to 
Williams'  two  fumbles  that  set  up 
Aggies  touchdowns.  Williams’ 
second  fumble  in  Texas  territory 
set  up  a  touchdown  that  pulled  the 
Aggies  within  six  at  23-17  in  the 
fourth  quarter. 

But  Williams  got  the  ball  again 


on  Texas’  final  drive,  after  Texas 
A&M  had  taken  a  24-23  lead.  He 
gained  7  yards  and  a  first  down 
before  running  out  of  bounds  to 
set  up  Kris  Stockton's  game- win¬ 
ning  24-yard  field  goal. 

Williams  finished  the  season 
with  a  school-record  2,124  yards, 
the  fifth-highest  single-season 
mark  in  NCAA  Division  I-A  his¬ 
tory.

The  tourists  showed  little  resis¬ 
tance  and  collapsed  for  a  pitiful 
112  all  out  in  their  first  innings. 
They  then  dropped  three  catches 
as  Australia  raced  to  150  for  three 
ar  stumps. 

England  manager  Graham 
Gooch  said  he  failed  to  see  why 
his  players  had  batted  so  poorly, 
i  “One  hundred  and  twelve  is  not 
sort  of  score  you  are  looking 
for  in  a  five-day  match.  We  can’t 
.•  be  happy  with  that,  it’s  not  a  com- 
.  petitive  score,”  Gooch  said. 

“You’ve  got  to  play  according  to 
the  conditions.  The  Australians 
bowled  very  accurately  but  it  was¬ 
n’t  as  though  the  ball  was  moving 
all  over  the  place. 

“Now  we’ve  got  to  battle  to  stay 
in  the  contest  and  it’s  going  to  be  a 

hard  slog  from  bens.” 

England's  total  was  their  lowest 
ever  in  a  Test  at  the  WACA,  eclips¬ 
ing  their  123  all  out  in  the  1994-95 
Ashes  series. 

Australia  won  that  match  by  329 
tuns. 

Only  four  players  marfa  more 
than  six  runs  for  England  yester- 

ty.  Mark  Butcher,  Graeme  Hick 
d  Alan  Mullally  all  scored 
ducks.  England’s  innings  lasted 
just  39  overs. 

Australia’s  pacemen  reveled  in 
the  conditions  after  Mark  Taylor 
won  the  toss  and  sent  England  in 
to  bat  on  a  lively  WACA  wicket. 

Damien  Fleming  finished  with 
career-best  figures  of  five  for  46, 
Glenn  McGrath  took  three  for  37 
and  Jason  Gillespie,  playing  his 
first  Test  since  breaking  down  dur¬ 
ing  the  1997  Ashes  series,  claimed 
two  for  23  in  his  comeback  match. 

Fleming,  28,  took  a  hat-trick  on 
his  Test  debut  against  Pakistan  in 
1994  but  has  played  only  seven 
Tests  since  after  a  series  of 
injuries. 

He  scored  71  in  the  first  Test 
^against  England  last  week  in  his 
fast  match  at  home  in  more  than 
four  years  but  was  in  doubt  for  this 
match  because  of  the  competition 
for  bowlim^spo  ts. 

.  'iicKets  under'^y^lt?  Ttti^jUs 
were  nice  but  really  I'm  in  the 
team  as  a  bowler,”  Fleming  said. 

'The  WACA  is  ideal  for  a 
bowler  like  me.

Two  Spaniards  have  never 
played  in  a  final  before  in  this 
tournament.  The  last  Spanish 
finalist  was  Manuel  Orantes,  who 
also  won  what  was  then  called 
the  Masters  in  1976  in  Houston.

Maradona  cries  ‘conspiracy’  for  1991  ban 


TURIN  (AP)  -  After  meeting  with  Diego 
Maradona,  a  Turin  prosecutor  spoke  yesterday 
with  the  soccer  legend's  manager,  who  claimed 
“a  plot"  was  behind  die  1991  drug  ban  that 
ended  the  Argentine’s  Italian  League  career. 

The  manager,  Guillermo  Coppola,  has  indi¬ 
cated  be  will  seek  damages  for  an  allegedly 
botched  drug  test  that  led  to  Maradona's  15- 
raonth  suspension  while  he  was  playing  for 
Sene  A  club  Napoli. 

The  test  was  done  at  the  Aequa  Acetosa  lab¬ 
oratory,  Italy’s  scandal-ridden  drug-testing 
facility  that  was  shut  down  last  month. 

“There  was,  without  a  doubt,  a  plot  against 
Diego."  Coppola  said,  “and  the  facts  we  have 
today  demonstrate  that. 


There  was  a  plot  by  the  big  sports  authorities, 
not  just  in  Italy  but  also  internationally.'’ 

Prosecutor  Raffaele  Guari  niello,  who  is 
investigating  the  use  of  performance-enhanc¬ 
ing  substances  in  Italian  soccer,  also  reportedly 
questioned  Maradona  and  Coppola  about  how 
the  player  was  treated  for  injuries  when  he  was 
with  Napoli. 

Maradona  met  with  Guariniello  for  two  hours 
Friday  night,  shortly  after  setting  foot  in  Italy 
for  the  first  time  since  leaving  when  the  sus¬ 
pension  for  cocaine  use  was  imposed  in  March 
1991. 

“I  have  always  told  the  truth,  yelling  my 
innocence  in  the  doping  incident,”  Maradona 
wrote  in  a  letter  published  yesterday  on  the 


front  page  of  the  Naples  newspaper  R  Martino. 
"Finally,  after  many  years  of  bitterness,  I  have 
been  given  the  chance  to  speak  officially  about 
the  matter.  ...  I  have  many  questions  and  I 
would  like  some  answers." 

A  confessed  cocaine  addict,  the  38-year-old 
has  long  maintained  his  innocence,  saying  be 
often  took  his  own  private  tests  before  matches 
to  be  sure  he  would  not  fail  the  league's  tests. 
He  charged  the  suspension  was  revenge  for 
Argentina's  victory  over  Italy  in  the  1990 
World  Cup  semifinals.

Bobby  Skinstad  crossed  for  a  try  and  two 
minutes  later  set  up  another  for  scrum  half 
Joost  van  der  Westhuizen  early  in  the  second 
half  as  the  Springboks,  helped  by  the  accurate 
kicking  of  fullback  Percy  Montgomery,  quick¬ 
ly  turned  a  7-6  half  time  advantage  to  24-6.
